attached to the use of electricity as an 
illuminant until more than balf a cen 
tury later. The Centennial expibition 
beld In) Philadelphia in 1876, really 
murks the era of our present form 
of electric light. though electric lights 
had been in use abroad prior to that 
time. The exhibition of models and 
practical demonstrations of electric 
Nights at Philadelphia in IS76 attracted 
the attention of scientists and capital: 
ists In this country, and the first in 
eandescent lamps and the first’ are 
system were put to practical In 
a small way in 1878. The Brush are 
Nght galned favor in the beginning 
as the most uduptuble for street light 
Ing, and Cleveland, O.. the home of 
Charles Francis Brush, the inventor, 
was the initial American city to adopt

An Invisible but Constant Shower

spheres of steel that look un 
der the microseope like leaden slot 
They are infinitely finer than grains 
of sand Thelr origin is interesting 
Meteora, or shooting sturs as they are 
generally called, have from the bexin 
ning of things been bombarding the 
world at a rate estimated by the ligh 
est authority at many thousands an 
hour, Owing to the earth's protecting 
envelope of air very few of these mis 
siles reach us In size meteors vary 


from a few ounces to many pounds in 
welght, and it is only very occasion 
ally that one is of sufficient dimenstons 
to survive the passage of SO to 100 
miles through an atmosphere tncreas 
ing in density as the earth ap 
proached, The speed at which they 
enter the atmosphere, calculated at not 
less than thirty-five miles a second 
generates such Intense heat by fric 
tion that the Iron of which the meteor 
principally consists is immediately re 
duced to an Incandescent vapor, which 
is the luminous train frequently 
seen In the heavens on a clear night 
The vapor rapidly and 
denses in the form of these minute 
particles, which assume the spherical 
form, as does shot during its fall from 
the top of a tower. Finally the lit 
tle spheres are scattered by the winds

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ADMINISTRATION OF 
1911. 


The new administzation of the 
city of Woburn, with Hugh D. 
Murray at the head as Mayor, was 
duly inaugurated last Monday 
afternoon with tne customary ex- 
ercises. After the preliminaries 
Mayor Murray delivered a brief 
inaugural Address, the substance 
of which was as follows: 

Recommendations for the im- 
provement of the water system at 
anexpense of $200,000, in four 
annual installments ; a new pump- 
ing station for emergency use; 
that the city ask the Legislature 
for leave to borrow $50,000 a year 
for four years for the water sys- 
tem; a new stone crusher for the 
highway department; that the 
concrete sidewalks be continued 
through the city, and that the City 
Council give its immediate atten- 
tion to a new almshouse. 

The financial statement showed 
the general municipal debt to be 
$263,350, sewer department debt 
$4500, new High School debt 
$77,400, playground debt $3500, 
water department debt $85,500, 
total of $434,250. Under the 
legal limit the city can appropri- 
ate but $136,605 for city expenses 
the coming year, 

At the close of the Mayor’s Ad- 
dress the Board of Aldermen met 
and elected William H. Henchey 
President and John H. Finn 
Clerk of the Board. 

John H. Finn was elected City 
Clerk for 8 years; Bernard J. 
Golden City Collector; William 
A. Lynch Clerk of Committees ; 
and James F, McGrath Treasurer. 
This latter was the only change of 
occupants in the offices. 

John H, Finn was first clected 
City Clerk in 1894, and has filled 
the position 16 years continuously 
to the entire satisfaction of the 
public. 

The Board of Public Works re- 
mains unchanged. 

In the evening of Inauguration 
day the School Board held a meet- 
ing, and organized as follows : 

Chairman, Herbert B. Dow, a 
reelection; Charles C. Clarke, 
Auditor ; George I, Clapp, Secre- 
vary. Mr. Clapp is Superintend- 
ent of the Woburn schools. 

Thus was the machinery of the 
Administration of 1911 set in 
motion last Menday. May it 
prove a profitable and prosperous 
one for the good city of Woburn. 


THE LEGISLATURE. 

Members-elect of the Massa- 
chusetts Great and General Court 
for 1911 assembled at the State 
ITouse iu Boston at 11. o’clock 
\Vednesday a. M., Janu. 4, accord-

us, and to these we must address 
ourselves. 

Popular Government 

We have reached a crisis in the af- 
fairs of this commonwealth. It is a 
which our form of government 
is facing today not only in Massachu- 
setts but in every state of the union 
This crisis is all the more marked in 
our state because Massachusetts is 
the birthplace of popular govern- 
ment. 

The people, in all sections of the 
country, have lost confidence in many 
of their publie servants. The dictator- 
ship by political bosses and by repre- 


crisis 


sentatives of special interests is hotly 


resented, for these men desire to con- 


trol public servants and to. direct 
legislation to their own ends. They 
do not desire the enactment of laws 


guaranteeing justice to all and privi- 
lese to none, 

Massachusetts has always been the 
leader at every great turning point in 


the policy of the nation, and she must 


lead today in restoring the govern- 
ment into the hands of tne people. 
She must banish every power and 
every influence which is hostile to the 


rule of the people. 
She must tolerate no public servant 


who arrogates to himself the prerog- 


atives of government, or who turns 
his back to the people at cine beck of 
special interests or their agents—it 
exists for the people. It belongs to 
the people. 

That, gentlemen, is the ideal. 
Now, what are the conditions today? 
Government of the people is coming 
to be only a name. ‘Representatives 


of the interests have 
usurped the prerogatives of the peo- 
ple. They have acquired too great a 
control, and have too largely shaped 


monopolistie 


the policy of federal and state af- 
fairs, 

The usurpation ol power can only 
be ended by the people taking into 
their own hands the direction and 
control of their government. 


The first step is to abolish the boss 
and all his agencies; the caucus, the 
nominating convention and all politi- 


cal machinery which intervenes be- 
twecn the people and their govern- 
ment, 


All candidates for public office with- 
out exception must be chosen by the 
through the direct primary. 
Only by this means can they be held 
accountable. No public servant must 
have any other master than the peo- 
ple. 

Nstablish the direct primary, choose 
your own public” servants without 
reference to any machine or faction, 
make them accountable only to your- 


people 


selves, and popular government will 
be established. 
To the direct primary must be 


joined the power of recall; so that any 
public servant who proves recreant 
to his trust may be immediately dis- 
missed. 

Important as these steps are, it is 
of far greater importance that the 
people keep their power over legisla- 


tion through the Initiative and the 
referendum, 

Under the conditions which exist 
today, as I see them, these are the 


only true safeguards of representative 
geovernment,. 

There can be no yalid objection to 
the measures if believe in the 
eapacity, and therefore the right, 
oft the people to govern themselves.

Labor 

Labor is the foundation upon whieh 
the structure of popular government 
{s built, and as such it must be recog- 
nized, its just demands met, its 
rights guarded and = protected, It 
must have every legislative safeguard 
that capital has. 

We all recognize the right of labor 
to organize, and further 
recognize that labor should be exempt 
from unfeir infunetion restrictions, 
and that the liberty or property of any 
citizen ought not to be taken from him 
without trial by jury. 

It is even more important that the 
compensation of labor be above a bare 
living, It must ensure to the work- 
Ingman some measure of protection to 
those dependent upon him, 

We must rigidly define and limit the 
hours of labor, especially for womep

The result of such a law is not to 
be measured merely by financial con- 
siderations, but by the better rela 
tionship which will be brought about 
between the employer and his em 
ploye.

It is 
therefore vital that our industries be 
strengthened and our workmen safe- 


guarded by wise and progressive legis- 
lation, 
Vocational Training 

And right here we must recognize 
that a sound body and an Industrial 
training and education are the birth- 
right of every citizen. This birth- 
right must be ensured to him by an 
industrial education which fits him to 
earn his living. 

We have technical colleges, but we 
need industrial kindergartens to teach 


our boys and girls how to do the 
simplest things In life, and to do 
them intelligently. 

This is the age of specialization, 


even in the ordinary vocations. We 
are specializing to so great an extent 
that old methods no longer meet the 
industrial need of the present day 
Our educational institutions must 
keep pace with the new order otf 
things; and for this reason attention 
must be given not merely to the high- 
er forms of technical education, but 
to what are termed and 
trade schools, in which the youth may 
fit himself for practical, every-day 
work. 

This change In our educational sys- 
tem must come immediately—even at 


vocational 


the expense of academic work, if 
necessary; for our boys and girls on 
leaving school must have some prac- 


tical training which will make an hon- 
est livelihood possible.

We must and extend by 
wise and equitable legislation all the 
transportation facilities at our com 
mand, in a spirit not of hostility but 
of fairness and co-operation. 

We must legislate with a

ropolitan city, 
Election Reforms 

Turning now to the consideration of 
our methods, let us give 
earnest thought to the subject of cam- 
paign expenses. 

The money in our elections 
has become a great evil, for it 
amounts to a substantial denial of the 
privilege of a man of moderate means 
to aspire to many public offices in the 
commonwealth; or else it overwhelm- 
ingly tempts him to make his secret 
peace with those private interests 
which will finance his campaign if he 
will serve them in office. 

It has become no small part of the 
lobby today to go about the state be- 
fore the caucuses, “setting up dis- 
making pri- 
vate agreements to supply candidates 
with campaign funds if they will 
promise in return to be friendly to 
the interests the lobby is serving. 

To correct this evil it is necessary 
to prohibit methods of carm- 
paigning which cost so much money, 
and are in themselves necessary 
for the proper enlightenment of the 
voters. 

A healthy man does not need—and 
ought not to have—a carriage to con- 
vey him to the polls to perform a duty 
which he to his country, his 
state and his family. 

The burden of hiring carriages and 
automobiles is too great for a candi-

If it is not constitutional to compel 
citizens to do their civie duty, Mas- 
sachusetts ought to take the lead in 


such wise legislation by making It so. 

In my judgment, the state should 
provide the political parties with halls 
in which to hold rallies in state elec- 


tions, and should also provide a cir- 
cular in which the candidates may 
state to the yoters the arguments in 
support of their candidacy. For the 
eiving of political information to the 
yoters and expounding the political 
principles of the candidates is not a 
privilege of the candidate, but {ts a 
privilege of the voters themselves; 
not a privilege of a political party, 


but a privilege of government iself— 
since those who are to handle the ma- 
chinery of government must be chosen 
upon the fullest information and must 
conduct It upon correct prineiples, 


The government itself Is the chief 
beneticlary of the public meetings 
which are held to discuss political 


measures and candidates. Hence the 
government ought to supply hall in the 
different and towns once dur- 
ing a campaign for the candidates of

1 am of the opinion that the armor- 
fes and assembly halls in citles and 
towns should be freely opened to the 
eitizens for political meetings, 

The meetings suggested will act to 
stimulate the citizen to take a closer 
and more personal interest in shap- 
ing the policies of their government.

Last May the house of representa- 
tives of this commonwealth voted tn 
favor of such direct vote, but the sen- 
ate defeated the resolution Thus 1 
have the endorsement of the popular 
branch of the general court in recom- 


mending that a measure be passed, 
under which the legislators may be 
instructed by the people as to their 
choice for United States senator. 
Legislative Districts 
The federal law requires the re- 


districting of the state at this time. 
The purpose of this provision is no 
only to ensure a_ fair 
apportionment, but to guarantee that 
the people shall equitaby repre- 
tented in the state legislature. 

In the past this redistricting has 
been governed too largely by partisan 
considerations, and the districts have 
been lald out with a view to serving 
the interests of the dominant political 
party in the state 

The necessity of such a reform has 
just been clearly shown at our stat 
election, 

The plurality of over 35,000 which 
I received on clear-cut issues indicat- 
ed unmistakably and overwhelmingly 
the will of the people. 

Moreover, in the total popular vote 
for the lower house of our legislature 
a plurality of over 388,000 was regis- 
tered against the return of our senior 
senator to the United States 
Yet, owing to ou; ferrymandered 
districts, we have today a small Re- 
publican majority !n the legislature, 
when an hon:st division of the state 
into districts would have shown i 
Democratic majority; and we are con- 
fronted with the gossibility of return- 
ing to the senate of the United States 
a man whose wrirement the 
have thus clear!ls aemanded. 

In view of these facts and figures, 1 
confidently expect that this legislature 
will have the courage to obey the 
manifest will of the people, and elect 
a senator, irrespective of party, who 
represents the progressive platform 
for which the majority of the people 
voted. 

Our methods are not in accord with 
the new order of things, and I 
spectfully recommend that in the 
districting of the state no considera- 
tion whatever shall be given to parti- 
san schemes, but that every district 
shal] be laid out on geometrical lines 
by the state engineers. 

I recommend that the boundaries of 
districts so far as possible shall con- 
form to parallels of latitude and 
meridians of longitude; and that each 
district must possess the shortest 
possible boundary lines, and hence be 
rendered as compact as this arbifrary 
method of surveying and the distribu- 
tion of population will permit. 
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Popular Government 

In spite of all opposition, the in- 
itiative, the referendum and the re- 
call are already at hand. They repre- 
sent popular government in its high- 
est conception. We who know the 
town meeting should recognize the 
value of the principle when it is pro- 
posed to extend it to the state; it is 
Democratic to the core, 


The intelligence of the people, of 
the press and of legislators will be 
heightened by the study of specific 


measures; better men will enter pub- 
lle life; class legislation will be dis- 
couraged by the united vote of all 
classes; the farmers and laboring 
men will secure the full measure of 
their influence in public affairs; re- 
straints will be removed upon needed 
reforms, and respect for law will 
increased when every statute repre- 
sents the will of a majority of the 
people; the ignorant and indifferent 
will have less weight in such deci- 
sions, and the people can exercise 
their intelligence better in voting for 
certain measures than for uncertain 
ones. 

It is undoubtedly true that to a great 
extent the election this year has been 
& protest against Republican’ mis- 
government and the failure of that 
party to redeem its pledges to han 
estly revise the tariff, and by so doing 
to remove the burdens of unequal tax- 
ation from the masses of the people. 

Basis of Popular Verdict 

To my mind, the basis of the popu- 
lar verdict is as plain as if it were 
written in unmistakable words: the 
people demand that the duties shall 
be removed from all food products, 
that raw materials shall be placed on 
the free list, and that substantial re- 
ductions shall be made in the duties 
on manufactured products; that the 
federal government shall take steps 
looking toward better trade relations 
with our neighbor Canada, and that 
as a proof of our earnestness we shall 
reduce our duties to a level with those 
of Canada, and then seek further ree 


be 


procal trade relations not only with 
her but with other countries as the 
wisest and most efficient method of 


securing wider markets for our prod- 
ucts, They also demand that Massa- 
chusetts shall take her place along- 
side of other states in aiding the fed- 
eral government in an in- 
come tax, that the of taxa 
tion may fall more evenly upon the 
wealth of the country, where they 
justly belong. 

This wise legislation 
securing the necessary 
the support of the govern- 
ment, and permit burdens of 
taxation to be lifted from food prod- 
ucts and the necessities of life, in or 
der to reduce the cost of living to the 
mass of the people. 

To this end I strongly 
ratify the federal amend- 
ment, and memorialize congress upon 
the remaining points just enumerated 

Massachusetts has a great history 
and proud traditions, It rests with us 
to see that sone has a great present 
and a great future She has always 
fed in industrial, commercial and edu- 
cational lines, and has exercised great 
weight in the councils of the nation

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WHAT AND WHO NEXT. 


Last Monday the wideawake 
Boston newspapers made a won- 
derful discovery, of which they 
gave a highly entertaining account 
the next day. It was no less 
than that of a large number of 
Republican soreheads who had got 
together the day before and laid 
out a plan of campaign to defeut 
Lodge for reelection to the Senate 
and choose Speaker Joseph Wialk- 
er instead,

Neither the Republican State 
Committee, nor the Lodge cam- 
paign managers, had heard of the 
plot, and when the papers gave 
the details of it on Tuesday morn- 
ing it created immense surprise in 
the camps of both. According to 
them Speaker Walker is a ‘*Pro- 
gressive” that can’t be beat, and 
his **Progressiveness” is the pure 
stuff. 

All the same, Lodge will get 
nearly every Republican vote in 
the Legislature for reelection next 
Wednesday. 


BLECTION OF SENATOR. 


An election of United States 
Senator by the Massachusetts 
Legislation to succeed Henry 


Cabot Lodge of Nahant, who will 
finish his third term of six years 
each in the upper branch of Con- 
gress on March 4 next, is to be 
held on Tuesday, January 17, 
1911. The caucuses to nominate 
candidates will be held onthe day 
before, or Jan. 16. It is gener- 
ally understood, we believe, that 
Senator Lodge is to be the Repub- 
lican candidate with opposition ; 
but who the Democrats will select 
to be defeated by him had not 
been decided on at last accounts. 
There is a belief in some quarters 
that Governor Foss is lying low 
for it; but no prominent or lead- 
ing Democratic statesman has 
been found who is willing to ac- 
cept the empty honor of a Demo- 
cratic nomination. 

That Mr. Lodge will be elected 
without serious opposition hardly 
admits of a doubt. Strong with 
the Republican party always, the 
campaign of EK. N. Foss has in- 
creased his strength, the leaders 
say. 


CANNON AHEAD, 


A ruling made by Speaker Can- 
non last Monday, identical with 
that of last March which raised 
such a row in fhe House and was 
defeated by Insurgents and Dem- 
ocrats, was sustained by an over- 
whelmning majority, only the 
handful of Insurgents and a few 
Democratic members voting to 
overrule it. The Democrats who 
voted to sustain the Speaker were 
led by Champ Clarke, who is to 
be Speaker of the next House. 

‘Uncle Joe” won a splendid 
victory over his enemies by hav- 
ing his ruling of last March hand- 
somely sustained.

The woman calmly sat down to 
await events, She had not long to 
wait, judging from the number of foot- 
prints, when one of the brothers fell 
dead, and as the victor approached 
she held out her arms to greet him, 
when, with a sudden revulsion of feel 
ing for his brother's death, he slew her 
as she stood, and, turning the weapon, 
he drove ft through his own heart. So 
they were found stiff in death with 
the footprints stamped in the wet 
clay, where they remained indelible 
through summer heat and winter 
frost; no green thing would grow, 
nor any man build himself a dwelling 
there, Streets were erected all round, 
but it was not until the nineteenth 
century that men took heart of grace 
and built a chureh there, when the 
consecration of the ground rolled back 
the curse and the memory of the leg:

The Art of Boxing. 

Pugilism, the practice of boxing or 
fighting with the fists, was a manly 
art and exercise highly esteemed 
among the ancients. In those days the 
hands of the pugilist were armed with 
the cestus, leather throngs loaded with 
lead or tron, This form of athletic 
sport was at first only permitted to 
freemen among the Greeks, but grad- 
ually it was taken up as a profession 
and lost much of {ts prestige, 

As nn illustration of its early use we 
find in Virgil's fifth Aeneid the rec- 
ord of a match between /Dares, “with 
nimble feet and confident in youth,”

ERRORS IN WILLS, 


Two Famous Lawyers Whose 
Testaments Were Defective. 


TILDEN’S CURIOUS BLUNDER. 


Loosely Drawn Stipulations That In- 
validated His Charitable Trust Be- 
quest—President Polk's Will, Writ- 
ten by Himself, Nullified. 


Whether the old saying that “a law- 
yer who tries his own case has a fool 
for a client” ts applicable to Samuel 
J. Tilden in the matter of drawing his 
will ls not known. It was thought for 
some time that the will was drawn, or 
at least approved, by Charles O'Conor 
and James C, Carter, two of the most 
eminent lawyers in New York, but 
later statements, says Case and Com- 
ment, are to the effect that they had 
nothing at all to do with the will, and 
consequently it 1s not definitely known 
who was responsible for It, 

It would hardly seem possible that 
Mr. Tilden himself could have made 
such a mistake had he been acting for 
some one else, The statement has 
been made that Mr. Tilden had some 
doubts as to the validity of those 
clauses which the court subsequently 
condemned and had spoken to Mr. 
Carter about it, but nothing more 
came of It. 

In summing up the provisions of the 
Tilden will the court in holding It in- 
valid stated that the testator in sub- 
stance sald: “I have determined to de- 
vote my estate to charitable, educa 
tional and selentifie purposes, I have 
formed no detatled plan how that pur- 
pose can be executed, but under the 
law of New York It must be done 
through and by means of a corpora- 
tion. I request you to cause to be In- 
corporated an institution to be called 
the ‘Tilden trust,’ with capacity to 
maintain a free library and reading 
room {in the city of New York, and 
such other educational and sejentitie 
objects as you shall designate, and if 
you deem it expedient—that Is, If you 
think it advisable and the fit and prop 
er thing to do—convey to that institu 
tion all or such part of my residuary 
estate as you choose, and if you do 
not think that course advisable then 
apply it to such charitable, education- 
al and scientific purposes as in your 
judgment will most substantially ben- 
efit mankind.” 

It will be noted that the discretion of 
the trustees was indefinite both as 
to the amount which they were to give 
to the corporation to be formed and 
also as to whether they should give 
any at all to the Incorporation, and the 
validity of the bequest was denied 
upon the ground of this complete dis- 
cretionary power to convey or not to 
convey to the suggested beneficiary. 

The trustees procured the !ncorpora- 
tion of the “Tilden trust” and elect- 
ed to convey to it the entire property, 
but the court held that the Invalidity 
of the charitable trust because of its 
uncertainty could not be cured by any- 
thing done by the trustees to execute 
it. 

In striking contrast with the Tilden 
will is that of his contemporary in 
law and politics, Roscoe Conkling, 
the text of which is as follows: “I, 
Roscoe Conkling of Utica, make, pub- 
lish and declare my last will and testa- 
ment as follows: I give, devise and 
bequeath to my wife Julia and to her 
helrs and assigns forever all my prop- 
erty and estate, whether real or mixed, 
and I constitute and appoint my said 
wife sole executrix of this my last 
will.” It would undoubtedly take a 
better lawyer than even Mr. Conkling 
to break his will. 

In passing upon the validity of the 
will of President James K. Polk a 
Tennessee court of chancery said: 
“This will was written by the testator 
with his own hand in the executive 
mansion at Washington at a time 
when he was president of the United 
States. He was a lawyer of recog 
nized ability, had filled many high pub 
He offices with distinction and reflect 
ed great honor upon his state, His 
will was witnessed by a law partner 
and a senator in congress and named 
as executor one of the justices of the 
supreme court of the United States 
It comes to us with the impression of 
having been carefully thought out be 
fore 1t was formally put down and 
published as his last testament.” 

Among other provisions his home, 
known as Polk Place, situated in the 
city of Nashville, was given to bis 
wife for life, and upon her death it 
was bequenthed to the state of Ten 
nessee in trust to be occupied iid en 
joyed “by such one of my blood rela 
tives having the name of Polk as may 
by designated by the said state,” and 
if there were no blood relatives of 
that name then “by such other of my 
blood relations as may be designated 
by the sald state to execute this trust.” 

The occupant was to keep the same 
in repair and prevent it from dilapt- 
dating or falling into decay, to pay 
the taxes and to preserve and keep in 
repair “the tomb which may be placed 
or erected over the mortal remains of 
my beloved wife and myself and shall 
not permit the same to be removed nor 
any buildings or other improvements 
be placed or erected over the spot 
where said tomb may be.” 

This will was declared invalid as 
tending to establish a perpetuity. It 
was not a gift for public charity and 
was merely an attempt to retain the 
property for the use of the blood rela- 
tives of the testator.

Our lesson today introduces us to 


good King Asa, who reigned forty-one 
years and did that which was good 
and right in the eyes of the Lord his 
God. He also defeated an army twice 
fis large as his own because he relled 
the Lord (xiv, 8, 0; xvi, 8). Tis 
prayer in chapter xiv, 11, has often 
helped me: “Lord, it is nothing with 
Thee to help, whether with many or 
with them that have no power. Help 
us, O Lord our God, for we rest on 
Thee, and in Thy name we go.” 

Yet in the thirty-sixth year of his 
reign he was led Into making a league 
With the king of Syria, and, being re- 
proved for it by the Lord through His 
servant Hanan, he became so angry 
that he put the prophet in prison. He 
seems never to have got over this re 
proot of the Lord, for when, three 
years later, he became diseased in his 
feet he did not the Lord in his

| affliction. 


All the Lord’s dealings with His peo 
ple are intended to bring them nearer 
to Himself, but to this day many be 
come so offended by what He does or 
does not do that they turn away from 
Him and lose all fellowship with Him, 
Some of my friends know something 
of the preciousness to my soul of these 
words of the Lord through His serv- 
ant Hanani, “The eyes of the Lord 
run to and fro throughout the whole 
earth to show Himself strong in the 
behalf of them whose hearts are per 
fect toward Him" (chapter xvi, 9). We 
need such a word as this so much, for 
the devil Is always going to and fro in 
the earth and walking up and down tn 
it. As a roaring lion he walketh about, 
seeking whom he may devour (Job |, 
TiAiins? leketyevis)s 

Barly in the reign of Asa the Spirit 
of God spoke to him through Azariah, 
the son of Oded, in the words of verses 
2 to 7 of our lesson, referring to the 
years past when the people had been 
out of fellowship with God, but when- 
ever they in their trouble sought Him 


Ife was always found of them. Much 
of the message takes us back to the 
days of the judges. By the Lord's 


gracious dealings with His people in 
the past, notwithstanding all their sin, 
He encouraged Asa with the words, 
“Be ye strong, therefore, and let not 
your hands be weak, for your work 
shall be rewarded” (verse 7). His ex- 
hortaticn to us still and always ts, “Be 
strong in the Lord and in the power of 
His might” (Eph, vi, 10). See also Isa 
xl, 28-31; xlv, 24; Josh. 1, 6, 18; Hag- 
ii, 4, and note by contrast Uzzlah, who 
Was marvelously helped till he was 
strong, but then his heart was lifted 
up to his own destruction (ebapter 
xxvl, 15, 16). The danger is our own 
strength or self confidence, for it is 
only when we are weak that we are 
really strong (II Cor, xii, 9, 10). Isa 
xii, 13, is a grand word for weak bands, 
and, as to works, how full of encour- 
agement is I Cor, xv, 58! Rey. xxii, 
12; Luke xiv, 14, are two of the best 
on rewards,

ST. BERNARD DOGS. 


These Famous Life Saving Animals 
Are Said to Be Mongrels. 
Among American tourists in Switzer 
land there is much rivalry for securing 
“real” St. Bernards to take home with 


thein. They evidently do not know | 
that the St. Bernards ure mongrels. 
The original St. Bernards saw the 


light toward the end of the fourteenth | 
century. The mother was a Wallis | 
shepherd dog, the sire a mougrel of a 
Great Dane and u Spanish mountain 
mastiff. 

In the winter of 1812 nearly all the 
dogs lost their lives In the snow. In 
1816 the last St. Bernard dog died 
But a monk of Martingny bad a mon 
grel St. Bernard, and this was crossed 


with Wallis sheep dogs. ‘The breed- 
ing being done in scientific manner, 
the present race of St. Bernards, 


though mongrel, like the first, is better 
and stronger than the old ones, it is 
said. 

The railways have made use of St. 
Bernards almost unnecessary now, yet 
they continue on the old stand in win 
ter when the snow lies high. Only the | 
male dogs are used for rescuing men | 
in distress. They ure followed by men 
on snowshoes, who carry provisions. | 
Each of the older dogs has one or more 
young companions, which he teaches 
the business.—Boston Post. 


Seen In a Dream. 

Mr. Hilprecht, professor of Assyriol- 
ogy in the University of Pennsylvania 
in 1893, when puzzling over sketches 
of objects excavated at Babylon, learn 
ed in a dream the solution to the difti-| 
culty that confronted him.

Passiug Of Frank H, Hall, 


The death of Prof. Frank H. Hall, 
Superintendent of the Illinois’ Farmers’ 
Tustitute for many years, which oc 
curred ‘Tuesday, Jan. 8, at Aurora, 
Illinois, brings sorrow to many friends 
in this country. He attended the Gen 
eseo nnd Aunawan IJustitutes and de- 
livered addresses at both last winter 
He was famous as av inventor aud 
philanthropist. As the inventor of 
typewriter for the blind, now used 
throughout the world, Professor Hull 
wus widely known Ho ulways re- 
fused to profit fioavcially from his dis 
covery, making it a gift to the blind 
He was President of the [linois Farm- 
ers’ [natitute until last spring, when 
illness forced him to give up work. 

Professor Hall was lripcipal and 
founder of the L[odustrial School at 
Sugar Grove, a member of the Faculty 
of Petersburg schools aud Superinteod 
ent of the Institution for the Blind. 

The deceased was born in) Meeban- 
ics Falls, Me., February 8, 1841, and 
educated at Bates College He served 
in the Federal Army daring the Civil 
War and removed to Warlville, Ill 
alter the close of the War 

He was the Superintendent of the 
West Aurora schools from 1868 to 
1875. He was Principal of the udus 
trial School which he founded at Sagar 
Grove from 1875 to 1887 In 1887 
he went to Petersburg schools for one 
year, but returned to West Aurora ut 
the solicitation of the Board 

In 1890 he was appointed Superin 
tendent of the State School tor the 
Blind at Jucksonoville, and this porition 
he held tor the four years wheo 
state went under Democratic rule and 
Joho P. Altgeld asked him to 
During this time he was 
Waukegan schools. 

Atter 1902 he worked ion ‘Teachers 
aod Tnostitute until illness 
compelled him to resigo in May of last 
yeur.—Geneseo (/ll.) Republic.

MAILED LETTERS. 


Belong to the Senders Until Delivered 
to the Addressees. 

Under the postal regulations and the 
tulings of the courts of the 
United States a letter does not belong 
fo the person to whom it is sent until 
it is delivered to him, ‘The writer has 
h right to reclaim and regain posses- 
sion of it, provided he can prove to 
the satisfaction of the postmaster at 
the office from which it was sent that 
he was the writer of it. Even after 
the letter bas urrived at the office 
Which is its destination and before it 
has been delivered to the person to 
whom it is uddressed it may be re- 
called by the writer by telegraph 
through the mailing oflice, 

The regulations of the postoffice de- 
partment of course require that the 
utmost care shall be taken by the | 
postmaster at the office of mailing to 
ascertain that the person who desires 
to withdraw the letter Is really the 
one who is entitled to do so, and a 
postmaster is responsible for his error 
if he delivers the letter to an impostor 
or up unauthorized person. 

The vital principle in our political 
system lies at the bottom of this muat- 
ter. In this country the state is the 
servant or ugent of the citizen, not his 
master, It remains merely his agent 
throughout the transmission of a let- 
ter, The state may preseribe regula- 
tions under which its own servants 
nniy carry a message for the citizen, | 
but it cannot shirk Jits responsibility 
to him.=aNew York Press.

POWER OF A WORD. 


Why France Changed the Name of the 
“Life Saving Belt.” 

A vivid illustration of the power of 
mere words over buman beings was 
once brought to the attention of French 
people by Francisque Surcey. 

After the wreck of the Bourgogne 
mauy passengers were found floating 
drowned with Hfe preservers on. ‘These 
life preservers Were futsened upon the 
bodies, but round the middle instead 
of under the arms, and the greater 
Weight of the upper part of the body 
bad tipped the head under water and 
the person of course was inevitably 
drowned. 

Now it appears that the greater num 
ber of the persons so drowned were 
French. The French term for life pre- 


| server is ceinture de sauvetauge, or “life 


saving belt.” ‘This word celpture sug 
gests to the mind in its moments of 
disorder and unreadiness, sucb ns a 
erent catastrophe brings, the idea of 
putting on a belt, and as a belt is put 
round the waist and nowhere else the 
frightened person instinctively adjusts 
the life preserver close about the bips 

The result is that as soon as the 
person so provided falls into the water 
his body tips over, with the heavier 
part downward, and the bead ts plung 
ed beneath the surface. 

The word “belt,” therefore, was the 
cause of the loss of many lives in the 
Bourgogne disaster. Sarcey according 
ly proposed to counteract the fatal ef 
fect of the French word by renaming 


the article and calling it a brassiere, 


‘which ts a kind of watst, and by bring 
ing the word bras, or arm, to mind to 
tench people to put a life preserver on 
just underneath the arms,—Chicago 
Record-Herald.

seconds —|, e., SiXty-six one-thousandth 


of a second of are, From this it is 


easy to calculate the distance of the 
star, It comes out at nearly 290,000,- 
000,000,000 miles (two hundred and 
ninety trillion miles), This is more 


than 8,000,000 times the distance of 
the earth from the sun, 

Having this distance, we can enaleu- 
late the actual amount of light shed by 
Arcturus, or, in other words, its ae- 
tual brightness as compared with that 
of our sun, on the supposition that 
both were at the same distance from 
us. We thus find that Arcturus ex- 
eeeds the sun as a light giver about 
2,500 times! It is a sun 2,500 times 
brighter than ours, 

Put the earth as near to Areturus 
os it is to the sun and all life would 
disappear from its surface as if swept 
of by a blast of inconceivable heat. 
The summer temperature would rise 
to tens of thousands of degrees. The 
would boil away.

Books and Their Care. 

Books on shelves may be seriously 
Injured if packed too tightly. When 
quickly pulled out for use the top of 
the book Is likely to come off. More 
over, the constant pressure, if too 
great, will loosen the whole back In 
time and the friction in putting upon 
and taking from the shelf mars the 
covers, On the other hand, a reason- 
able amount of lateral pressure is 
necessary, If placed on the shelves 
too loosely the leaves tend to open 
and admit dust, dampness and conse 
quent mildew. In the case of heavy 
volumes the weight of the leaves will 
be found resting on the shelves if the 
books are placed too loosely, This is 
likely to make the backs concave. 
Badly painted shelves are another 
source of injury to books. Care should 
be taken when paint or varnish is used 
that the surface is perfectly smooth, 
hard and dry when the books are put 
in place and that the surface will re- 
main so during variation of tempera- 
ture or humidity.—House Beautiful 

Successful Trap Shooting. 

Aim your gun a little above the shed 
protecting the traps. Give the call 
“Pull.” Do not get ratiled. Get vour 
bird as it Is going up or at its maxt- 
mum helght and then fire, aiming 
about six or eight inches ahead and a 
trifle below it. The tendency is al- 
ways to shoot too high, not allowing 
for the speed of the descent. Above 
all things fire, even if you know you 
are going to miss. There is nothing so 
disconcerting or fatal to the poise as 
to allow a fairly thrown target to get 
altogether away without shooting at it 
at all. When calling “Pull” put some 
ginger into it. “Bark it,” an old trap 
shot used to say. Don't falter it, as 
though apologizing for being alive. It 
hurts your confidence and rattles the 
trup pullers. If you stand with your 
gun ready and mumble “Pull” three or 
four times before the target 1s thrown 
the chances are overwhelming that 
you will miss.—C. Q. Peters in Outing.

WASHING FURNITURE. 


Easy to Restore Tarnished Pieces te 
Original Freshness, 

“Very few that furni 
ture ought to be washed,” said a sales 
man in the furniture section of a large 
department store, “Yet, he continued, 

it is the best thing one can do to keep 
furniture looking as well as it should 
One should take a bucket of tepid rain 
water make a suds with a good 
pure soap, Then with a soft plece of 
cheesecloth all the woodwork should 
be washed. It is astonishing how much 
dirt will come off. A second plece of 
cheesecloth should be wrung dry out of 
hot water, On this should be poured a 
tablespoon of first class furniture po 
Ish. ‘The heat will spread the polish 
through the cloth, Next the furniture 
should be gone over with the 
cloth. There will be no need of put 
ting on more polish, for that much will 
do all one needs, Too many persons 
make the mistake of using much 
polish and leaving it thick on the furni 
ture, where it looks dauby and where 
It gathers more dirt.” 

There ts furniture in homes today 
that is cast off because of tts appear 
anee when it might be brought back 
to its original freshness by this simple 
process of washing. Many persons do 
not know that a fine bit of mahogany 
is Improved by cureful washing, and 
hundreds of planos have never been 
more than dusted in years. A square 
of cheesecloth for the washing and an 
other for the polishing will do the 
work, and the result will well repay 
the effort.—Indianapolis News.

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NEXT DOOR’S FRUIT TREE. 


One Whose Branches Extend 
Over the Fence Into Your Yard, 

Tie next door fruit tree, growing so 
fear the line that laden branches ex 
fend over the fence, has proved a 
source of untold spankings the 
small boy, quarrels between otherwise 
food neighbors and even resort to the 
police courts, One is Inelined to sus 
pect that the original apple tree of 
trouble hung over a neighbor's fence 

The cause of friction Is, of course, 
the question of the ownership of or at 
lenst the right to take and use the 
fruit on the too widely spread 
branches, Generally this fruit Is 
claimed by the person whose property 
is thus invaded, but if he asserts this 
claim to the point of gathering the 
fruit without permission he may feel 
the fron hand of the law, says Har 
per's Weekly, If he objeets to the 
presence of the branches which extend 
over his property the owner of the 
free must remove them, But if the 
owner of the tree applies for the frudt 
or asks permission to enter and take It 
the owner of the land over which the 
branches extend cannot refuse permis- 
sion for entry for this purpose. If he 
refuses either to hand over the fruit 
or to allow the owner of the tree to 
enter and take Jt, then the owner of 
the tree may enter without permission, 
but he must use no foree nor commit 
any damage in so entering. 

Certainly the most neighborly thing 
to do would be to divide that fruit. 


INDEXING BOOKS. 


The Custom Is an Old One That De- 
veloped Rather Slowly. 

The custom of indexing books de- 
veloped gradually, Cicero used the 
word “index,” but in the sense of a 
table of contents. Seneca provided 
some works which he sent to a friend 
with notes of particular passages, so 
that he who only aimed at the useful 
might be spared the trouble of exam 
ining them entire.’ This was at least 
a partial “index” In the modern sense. 
Annotated, or at least explanatory, 
tables of contents seem to have pre- 
ceded the Index proper. 

Such tables followed the order of 
appearance of the subjects in the 
book itself. Alphabetical arrangement, 
which was the beginning of the real 
index, uppears not to have been 
thought of until the invention of print- 
ing, and even then it spread but 
slowly. Erasmus was one of the first 
to provide his works with alphabetical 
indexes. The custom did not become 
universal until well into the sixteenth 
century. 

The first index to an English-book ts 
said to be that printed in Polydore 
Vergil’s “Angiiae TTistoriae,” in 1546. 
An edition of this work published ten 
years later has an index of thirty- 
seven pares,

Toxt of the Lesson, I! Chron. xvii, 1-13. 
Memory Verses, 3, 4—Golden Text, 
Matt. vi, 33—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns, 


This week's lesson is much more at- 
tractive then that of last week, innas- 
much as we are now Introduced to an 
other good king of Judah, Jehoshaphat 
by name, succeeded his father 
Asa and twenty-five years 
Last week it was chiefly the devil and 
his wickedness; now it is chiefly Je 
hovah and Tlis ways, We say “chief- 
ly” because there were some things In 
the life of Jehoshaphat whieh 
not ordered by the Lord, though they 
were doubtless overruled by Him for 
good. I refer to his joining affinity 
with Ahab and with Ahaziah, kings 
of Isracl, who both did very wickedly 
(xvill, 1; xx, 85). God wants a people 
wholly set apart for Himself and im 
no way entangled by or mixed up with 
unbelievers, Our instructions are 
plainly written in IT Cor, vi, 14-18, the 
only passage In the New Testament 
outside of Revelation where find 
the name “Almighty,” the significance 
of which we will not know in our ex 
perience unless we are wholly separat- 
ed unto Him 

Many beautiful things 
Jehoshaphat in our 
“The Lord was with him; he sought to 
the Lord God of his father; his heart 
was lifted up in the ways of the Lord;” 
fiso some grand things that he said 
are found in the record of him, such 
us “Belleve in the Lord your God, so 
shall ye be established; believe His 
prophets, so shall ye prosper” (xx, 20); 
aiso his charge to the Levites and 
priests in chapter xix, 9-11, and his 
prayer In chapter xx, 6-12. 

It was most commendable that he 
should send throughout all the cities 
of Judah those who would teach out 
of the book of the law of the Lord 
(verse 9). So we read that the Lord 
established the kingdom {tn his hand, 
and not only all Judah, but also the 
Philistines and the Arabians, brought 
him presents, and he had riches and 
honor in abundance and waxed great 
exceedingly (verses 5, 10-12), a ful 
fillment of the words, “Them that hon 
or me [ will honor’ (1 Sam. tf, 80). 

It would have been a better record 
if it could have been written that this 
good king never in any way turned 
aside from doing right In the sight of 
the Lord, but only one ever lived on 
earth who knew no sin and did no 
sin. Ever since Adam sinned every 
mere man has proved himself to be a 
sinner. How wonderful it is and what 
glorious good news that He who never 
sinned, having been made sin for us, 
offers to blot out all our sins and put 
Ilis righteousness to our account be- 
fore God (II Cor, v, 21).

ye do, for ye judge not for man, but 
for the Lord” (chapter xix, 2, 6, 7). 
When we see in our day those who 
profess to honor Jesus as God joining 
hands in so called good works with 
those who deny that Jesus Is God it 
looks very inuch like a union of Christ | 
ind antichrist, an impossibility, and 
therefore all who unite in any way

The record of Jehoshaphat's vietory 
over the people of Ammon, Moab and 
Mount Seir in chapter xx is in many 
respects the most remarkable part of 
his story, His confession of utter 
helplessness and lack of wisdom, with 
his reliance upon God, as set forth in 
his prayer (verses 6-12), Is very beau 
tiful. The answer to his prayer 
through Jahaziel (verses 14-17) was 
most encouraging with its repeated 
“Be not afraid nor dismayed,” and its 
other words, so like those through 
Moses, when the Egyptians pursued 
Israel, Compare Wx. xiv, 18, 14, “If 
we are true children of God the bat- 
tle is always Tis, and ft is ours to 
stand still and see the salvation of the 
Lord.”

The following list of 
Woburn who were killed 
in battle, or who died otherwise in 
service, in the Colonial and Revolu- 
tiooary Were of New England, has 
been prepared with great care, and is 
the result of many years’ research, 


Kina Puinie’s War. 


Io King Philip's War, for instance, 
the firat great conflict in which the New 
Kugland colonists engaged in anything 
like equal terms with thoir antagonists, 
the Lodian enemy having at this time 
pretty generally supplied themselves 
with firearms, at least eighty-three 
men of Woburn were engaged through- 
out that two years’ conflict 

In one campaign to the Narragansett 
Country (Rhode Island) in the depth 
of winter, thirty-four Woburo men 
wentio thatexpedition : twenty one, in- 
cluding one commissioned officer, in 
the only troop (company) of cavalry 
sent by the English to that engagement, 
and thirteen in the ranks of one com- 
pany of infantry raised in this section. 
Of the cavalry, one mao from Woburn 
was killed in action and two wounded, 
and of the infantry five from Woburn 
were wounded. ‘Two mev of Woburn 
died of exposure after their return 
howe, making Woburn’s loss by death, 
three, by wounds, seven. 

These figures may not be absolutely 
correct, for the period is remote avd 
autborities few, but they are approxi- 
nately correct.

New England. The contest was de- 
structive, but Woburo was not 
aksaulted by the euemy in great num- 
bers at any one time, nor was it burnt, 
pillaged or laid waste, but it was uot 
exempt from a large sbare of the com- 
moo burdens and sufferings. The 
(axes were extremely oppressive, 
though the hostilities lasted actually 
but fourteen mouths. Horses and men 
were impressed or forced into the war 
in considerable numbers, aod Woburn 
bore its share, aud it is estimated that 
the men sept were about a4 third part of 
the male inbabitants rated io the tax 
lists. The Fort Fight, which we have 
mentioned was fought within the pres- 
eut bounds of South Kingston, Rhode 
Island. A thousand meno 
for this service with all possible de 
spatch in midwioter. Mussachusetts 
furnished 527 men, or six companies of 
infuotry (465 men) and a troop ot 
horse making the remainder. Woburn 
was largely represented in this troop of 
horse. Night, which was cold and 
stormy, Was spent by this force in the 
opeo air and day by wading through 
the snow, without fire to warm them 
or time to take any food, except what 
they could chew while marchiog. The 
English were decidedly victorious, but 
oot without serious loss. Many 
wounded died from the cold aod the 
hardships of the march home after the 
battle. The cold was extreme and a 
deep snow fall made it difficult for the

Besides the losses iu this action the 
savage evemy killed within the limits 
of Woburn (April 10, 1676) three 
members of Samuel Richardson's fam- 
ily, including his wife Mrs, Hannab, 
bis son Thomas aod an infant daughter 
named Hannab. 

As ap instance of the experience of 
oue of the wounded in the Fort Fight, 
December 19, 1675, io alter life, the 
above Jobo Baker petitioned the Gener 
al Court in the year 1700, tor belp ina 
very loog statement, partly aa follows: 
Jobo Buker, then of Swanzey, born ip 
Cambridge, and brought up io Woburo 
till manhood, was impressed against 
the Lodians and was badly wounded in 
the fight at Narraganset Fort His 
arm was brokeo by a shot, which went 
through his body, also, below the 
shoulder. He was sent to Rbode Is- 
luod for treatment by the doctors, and 
when be was able to travel bis father 
came and fetched him home. He was 
cured enough to learn the trade of a

The Seal That Is So Often Used on 
Legal Documents. 

A mast absurd thing connected with 
legal business ts the little plece of red 
green or blue paper or daub of sealing 
wax which we often place at the end 
of n signature to a deed, will or other 
important document, 

It is a very small thing tn size, but 
one to which a great denl of impor 
tnuce ts frequently given It is a relic 
of antiquity, and no plausible excuse 
enn be Invented for continuing Its use 

Some of the more progressive states 


have practically abolished its use by | 


legislation, which deprives it of uny 
technical legal significance. In others, 
bowever, It is still used with all se 
rlousness and solemnity, and un al 
most magical value Is glven to It by 
dignified judges that is little less than 
ridiculous. 

A man died years ngo leaving part 
of his estate tq another to enjoy while 
he lived, with the privilege of devising 
it at his death to others whom he 
might select QYy a writing under his 
“hand and seal.” A writing was exe 
cuted so devising the property, but it 
was contested by others claiming the 
property upon the technical ground 
that the paper contained no seal after 
the signature and the devise was 
therefore void, 

A wise Philadelphia judge closely 
scrutinized the signature and after 
carefully listening to the arguments 
of lawyers decided that at the end of 
the signature there was an. extra 
scroll or flourish made with the pen 
with which the signature was made 
and that this was sufficient In law to 
constitute a seal.—Case and Comman+t 


E Pluribus Unum,

ams for its national motto, with an

Just where Sir John got the Idea ts 
not certain, but It Is a fact that the 
motto was In use on the cover of the 
Magazine, first publish 
ed in 1730, and it may have struck bis 
fancy by its applicability to the situ 
ation then obtaining in America. 


New Zealand's Glaciers. 

The great size of the glaciers around 
Mount Cook, In New Zealand, has 
been often remarked. The Tasman ts 
eighteen miles long, the Murchison 
ten miles, the Godley eight miles, the 
Mueller eight miles and the Hooker 
seven miles. Most of these glaciers 
have moraines of exceeding rough 
ness, but the approaches to them are 
not steep, as is usually the case with 
European  glacters, The southern 
Alpine snow line is only a little over 
7,000 feet. Glactally polished rocks 
are rare, and in many ways the moun 
tains are singularly different from 
those of central Burope,

As a Rule They Are Clean, but 
Bare and Comfortless. 


PEOPLE LIVE IN THE CAFES. 


When They Do Get Into Their Houses 
Their Principal Occupation Is Look- 
ing Out of the Windows—The Mar- 
riage Customs of Greece,

be sald that there Is no such thing 
In Mr. Duckett Ferriman's book on 
“Greece and the Greeks" the manners 
and customs of the picturesque Hel-

Which are little known to the 
avernge English reader, are described 
at length Mr Merriman states that 
the Greeks do not know anything 
about the art of making a home, 

“One may meet with exquisite clean- 
liness,” he writes, “with beautifully 
embroidered bed linen scented with 
rosemary, but never with what we 
mean by coziness. The Greeks are far 
less In their houses than we are, and 
when they are at home they appear to 
spend most of thelr time In looking 
out of the window, They are not piven 
to inviting their friends to their 
houses. It is not that they are nig- 
rardly, for they will gladly entertain 
you at a restaurant at far greater cost 
to themselves. But it does not enter 
into their ideas to ask you home to 
dinner, even after an acquaintance of 
many years. 

“They do not ask each other, so It 
ean hardly be expected that they 
should make an exception In the case 
The cafe jis a second 
home to them. There they meet 
fricuds and gossip. That is one reason 
perhups why they dislike country life. 

“Tt offers no alternative to the home; 
there the heurth ts the social center, 
while in town it Is the cafe, In Atheus 
those who do not own the house they 
dwell in seldom remain long in the 
sume abode. ‘Two or three years ts 
quite a tenure, Many people 
make a point of moving every year. 

“The Tmposing facades of Athenian 
houses concenl, for the most part, a 
bare and comfortiess interior, and a 
well kept garden is rare. A garden ts 
not made in a year, and a person who 
chanrzes his residence every twelve 
months does not want to be troubled 
with much furniture, nor is he par- 
ticular as to {Its arrangement, seeing 
that it will be carted away in a few 
months. 

“Tlome life has no resources for the 
Greeks, as it has for us. It affords 
them litle oceupation and no amuse- 
ment. They like to eat and drink In 
crowds, where there is noise and move- 
ment. Their Instinets are too gregari- 
ous to allow them to appreciate the 
domestic intimacy which we prize. 

“The day chosen for murringe in 
Greece is usually Sunday, but the day 
of all days in the year is the Sunday 
precedjng the Christmas feast. It is 
not fashionable now to be married tn 
ehurch. In Athens the ceremony takes 
place in the house of the bride's par 
ents, <A temporary altar {is set up in 
the middle of the room, 

“At the conclusion of the ceremony 
the priest and the couple join hands 
and walk three times round. the altar, 
the guests pelting them with comfits 
The*most important part of the cere 
mony is the crowning of the bride and 
bridegroom with Wreaths of orange 
blossom; bence a wedding Is popular: 
ly called ‘the crowning.’ 

“Love marringes are rare exceptions 
The match is made by the parents and 
relatives rather than by the parties 
principally coneerned. There are cer- 
tain established usages which, though 
not legally binding, are not to be con- 
travened with impunity 

“Then it is considered 
brothers to marry until 
have been wed Again, 
marry In order of senlority. It would 
not be right for a girl to be married 
while she had an elder sister who re- 
mained single. The men of a family 
are thus naturally anxious to see their 
sisters settled, and as a dowry is in 
dispensable its provision is often n 
matter of serious nnxiety and the fruit 
of vreat self dental on the part of the 
brothers if the parents are dead, 

“There are cases in which brothers 
haye remained unmarried for years 
and have devoted all their hard earned 
savings to the dowries of thelr sisters 
Among the poorer classes emigration 
fs resorted to, not infrequently solely 
with this object, and many a dowry 
comes to a Greek maiden from across 
the Atlantic.”

THE CLANRICARDE PLAQUE, 


A Famous Specimen of the Sixteenth

One of the greatest cinquecento jJew- 
els in the world iy the Glanricarde 
plaque, owned by Lord Clanricarde, 
who fs known as the “hermit peer” and 
who claims direct descent from the 
kings of Connaught. He guards with 
Jealous care this prectous example of 
the goldsmith’s art, keeping it safe 
from possible thieves and the common 
gaze in a bank vault, to which he 
goes occasionally with great secrecy 
to feast his eyes upon Its magnificence, 
Some yeurs ago, by royal request, he 
lent it to an art exhibition In London, 
where it was admired and coveted by 
some of the greatest connoisseurs of 
Europe, 

The huge disk is os delleately 
wrought as a spider's web and repre- 
sents the figure of Hercules wielding 
a diamond sword. The sword blade 
is composed of a mass of perfectly 
matched steel white stones, and a su- 
perb blye diamond gse{ntillates from 
the hilt. The present owner Inherited 
it from his mother, who was a Miss 
Canning before her marriage to the 
Irish lord, and the plaque {s practically 
priceless. Aside from its value to col- 
lectors and Its worth as a specimen of 
rare and exquisite art, it Is incrusted 
with a fortune in jewels——New York 
Press. 


“Clipping Sunday.” 

At Painswick, In Gloucestershire, the 
Sunday following Sept. 8 1s called by 
the curious name of “Clipping Sun- 
day" and connected with a quaint cus- 
tom. In the churchyard are yinefty- 
nine yew trees, and tradition says that 
all uttempts to complete the hundred 
by planting another yew have failed 
becomes the newcomer Invariably dies.

After service 
there is a procession of parishioners 
around the churchyard, and then all 
join bands and farm a ring round the 
church, Finally they gather at the 
foot of a filght of steps leading to the 
chancel door, from which a sermon is 
preached.—London Chronicle.

Reconciliation That Followed. 

Raymond Recouly tin the Paris 
@iro gives the following account 
wn early encounter between Tolstoy 
and Turgeneff, which shows the Rus 
tian sage In a different frame of mind 
from the one in which the world has 
kince come to know him: 

It was on the estate of his friend, 
the poet Fet, near Yasnaya. Turgeneff 
was among the invited guests, The 
hostess inquired after his daughter, 
who was being reared in France 
Turgeneff spoke highly of his bng 
lish governess, “With a truly British 
exactitude,” he said, “she 
me to fix the sum which my daughter 
might spend for charity, And now 
she teaches ber pupil to mend 
ragged clothes of the poor.” 

“And you consider that a 
thing?" asked Tolstoy, 

“Certainly,” replied the other, “It 
brings the benefactor tuto direct con 
tact with the persons whom he ts 
helping.” 

“On my part, I think that a 
dressed child who handles dirty 
ill smelling rags playing a 
eritienl and theatrical farce.” 

“T must ask you not to speak In 
this way,” exclaimed Turgeneff, with 
menacing looks, 

“Why should I not say 
convinced is the truth?”

He ordered pis 
tols and tried to provoke his rival to a 
duel Turgeneff's answer, very digni 
fied, brought the apology demanded 
by Tolstoy. He closed by saying that 
he thought ft best that two men with 
such opposite tempers should bence 
forth break off all relations. Tolstoy 
carried away by his unger (it was in 
1861), declined to be satisied with 
such an answer. He felt that he had 
been gravely offended. He demanded 
reparation by arms, Ile therefore re 
peated his provocations His friend 
Fet, who attempted to pacify him 
succeeded only in drawing from him 
this vigorous reply: “I beg of you 
henceforth not to write to me any 
more. I shall return your letters un 
opened, the same as I do with Ture 
neff’s.” After these occurrences Turge 
nef returned to France, where he 
passed the greater part of his time 
Some months liter, on reflection, Tol 
stoy regretted his violence. Seized 
with remorse, be sent Turgeneff a let 
ter asking bis pardon, “Il find it ex 
ceedingly painful,” he wrote, “to 
think that 1 have made an enemy of 
you.” 

Turgeneff forgave, as one may im 
agine, but the complete and definitive 
reconciliation took place much later,

Lesson VI.-—First Quarter, For 
Feb. 5, 1911. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, | Kings xvii, 1-16. 
Memory Verses, 14-16—Golden Text, 
Ps. xxxiv, 10—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


The first sentence of our lesson tells 
us all we know of the parentage of 
Bijah Ife comes before us as sud- 
denly as a disappears 
when his work is done in a way that 


meteor and 


no one else ever did before or since. 
Enoch also translated without 
dying, but we read of no whirlwind or 
horses and chariots of fire. Elijah was 
honored to stand with the Lord Jesus 
and with Moses on the Mount of Trans 
figuration, and Jesus said of him, 
“Biijah truly shall first come and re 
store all things,” adding that he had 
already come in the person of John 
the Baptist, but they knew him not 
and ill treated him (Matt, xvil, 3; xi, 
13). Therefore we conclude that John 
the Baptist, who came tn the spirit 
and power of Elijah, was to the first 
coming of Christ what the real Elijah 
will be to His coming In glory to set 
up His kingdom, When some who 
will be more wicked than Ahab and 
Jezebel shall be showing the power of 
the devil, then Elijah and a compan- 
fon shall be the Lord's two witnesses 
in Jerusalem (Rey, xi, 3-11) 

His name means “my God is Jah,” 
and one has said that he Is the grand- 
est and most romantic character that 
Israel ever produced. His one mis- 
sion was to bring apostate Israel back 
to Jehovah the true God. He was 
nurtured in lonely communion with 
God, away from the polluting court 
amidst his native wilds (Fausset). 
His first utterance is, “The Lord God 
of Israel veth, before whom I 
stand (verse 1; see also xvil, 15, and II 
Kings fii, 14). We think of Gabriel's 
testimony, “I am Gabriel that stands 
in the presence of God" (Luke 1, 19), 
and he it was who sald that the son 
of Zacharias should go in the spirit 
and power of Elijah. Israel had been 
faithfully warned that if they turned 
aside to serve other gods and worship 
them the Lord would shut up the 
heaven that there be no rain (Deut. 
x!, 16, 17), so that Elijah’s prayer that 
{t should not rain (Jas. y, 17) was 
simply a prayer that God would do as 
He said and make good His word and 
show Himself as the Iiving and true 
God, for if He failed to fulfll His 
threat the people would think it an 
idle tale, 

Elijah could say, “In the Lord have 
I righteousness and strength;" “I rest 
on Thee, and In Thy name I go” (Isa. 
xlv, 24; I] Chron. xiv, 11). Therefore 
he was not afraid to meet Ahab or to 
deliver his message. This being done, 
he receives two distinct messages 
from the Lord telling him where to so- 
journ for the next three years, and 
first he is told to hide himself by the 
brook Cherith and ts assured that the 
ravens would feed him there. He did 
just as be was told, and the Lord fed} 
him with bread and flesh by means of 
the ravens morning and evening, and 
he drank of the brook, So well did the 
Lord hide him that he could not be 
found by nation or kingdom (xvili, 10). 

If we obey Matt. vi, 38, we may count 
on its fulfillment, but we must be in 
the place where God wants us. Mark 
the word “there” in verse 4. The 
word here translated “raven” {ts used 
ten times and In each place refers to a 
bird ealled, The Lord Jesus in- 
dorsed the Elijah story (Luke fy, 
25-26), and if any part of it had been 
not just as recorded He would surely 
have told us. ‘These lonely days at 
Cherith make us think of Joseph in 
Egypt as a prisoner, or Moses in 
Midian, or John the Baptist in the 
wilderness, or Paul fn Arabia. Noth- 
ing can take the place of being alone 
with Then we must learn to} 
wait patiently God's time and find our | 
rest and joy in Himself. If His gifts} 
seem to fail us, Ike the brook that 
dried up, He has some other way, He 
cannot fail; He abideth faithful. 

He has promised never to try us be- 
yond our ability to bear it (I Cor. x, 
13), and in due time He ordered His 
faithful servant to another place of 
sojourn, but what an unlikely place it} 
Was as we see things-—the home of a 
widow who had no food in the} 
house but a handful of meal and a lit- | 
tle oil Elijah found her gathering 
sticks with which to make, as she 
thought, her last cake, and then she 
expected that she and her son would 
die (verse 12). But by giving her all 
to the Lord's servant, as the lad did 
his loaves and fishes, several were fed 
for many days, and the meal wasted 
not, neither did the cruse of ofl fail 
(verse 16), 

From our lesson it would seem that 
the prophet was sent the widow 
that she might sustain him (verse 9), 
while from the record in Luke ty, 25, 
26, it appears that Elijah was sent to 
the widow that she might be sustain- 
ed Well, It worked both ways, and 
the widow was sustained by her giv- 
ing her all to the Lord, No doubt He 
also cared well for that other widow 
who cast all her living into the treas- 
ury God was also glorified in this 
Sarepta home by the raising to life of 
the widow's son, thus strengthening 
her faith In the God of Elijah, ac 
cording to verse 24, “Now, by this I 
know that thou art a man of God and 
that the word of the Lord in thy mouth 
is truth,”

But Maine, by pure accident, 
is 2 Democratic free trade State 
just at present, und no objection 
will probably be made by her 
citizens to defeat the Canada 
scheme for free exchange of pro- 
ducts with the U.S.

ey American stopping at the hotel 
where the excursionists had put up, 
two porters and Dyckman leading the 
way. 

About half past 2 they reached 
the ridge where the accident had oc- 
curred, and Bowers, taking the ad- 
vance, climbed It, sitting on ft with a 
leg on either aide. Looking down, he 
saw that the tourists must have fallen 
into a gap, but how deep it was he 
could not tell. The rest of the party, 
being informed of what he was about 
to do, all advanced, he descending to 
an icy ledge not far below. The men 
In falling must have struck this ledge 
and, unable to stop themselves, had 
slid into the gap. 

When all had crossed the last man 
threw the colls of rope over to them, 
and Bowers volunteered to be lowered 
to discover whether the men could be 
found and whether they were dead 
or alive. A rope was placed around 
his body, and, a code of signals having 
been arranged, he was let down. When 
he had gone some forty feet, the rope 
slackening, It was evident that he had 
struck bottom. He was then hear4 
to call, and a faint response came up.

Know the Stars In the Dragon? 

Winding in and out between the 
stars of the Great and Little Dipper 
is the constellation of the Dragon. 
The tip of the tail Hes between the 
pole star tu the Little Dipper and the 
poluters ta the Great Dipper, but 
much nearer the latter and only a few 
degrees below the pointers, The rest 
of the constellation, outlined with 
faint stars, curves downward and 
around the Lite Dipper, when with 
a final coll it terminates with the two 
bright stars Gamma and Beta, which 
mark the head of the Drago, or, in 
fact, its eyes. Aratus in deseribing 
the constellations speaks of the Dragon 
as “with eyes oblique retorted, that 
askant cast gleaming fire.”

Ordinarily a brick mason makes 
eighteen different sets of motions in 
laying a single brick. He bends over, 
In the first place, to pick up one brick, 
and in lifting it he lifts ten pounds of 
brick and about a hundred pounds of 
brick mason—the upper part of his 
own body. In laying 1,000 bricks In a 
ay's work he lifts 100,000 pounds of 
brick masow. This was an obvious 
waste of labor. So a common laborer 
was hired to put the bricks where the 
masons would not have to stoop for 
them, Another thing is that when a 
mason picks up a handmade brick, 
which is always a little thicker at one 
side than on the other, he tosses the 
brick up, turning {It over until his 
touch tells him which side ts the top 
before he puts it In place in the wall. 
The cure for this was to bave all the 
bricks piled top up before they were 
brought to the masons, Then, further, 
every one has seen the mason tap his 
brick several times to settle it Into the 
mortar—more wuste of time, The cure 
was to make the mortar thinner, so 
that the weight of the brick would set- 
tle it into the right position. This was 
Rclentific management, ‘motion study.” 
It raised the day's work for the aver- 
age brick masen from 1,000 up to 2,700 
bricks a day and in Individual cases to 
much higher figures. The mason made

Text of the Lesson, | Kings xviii, 25-

Text, Josh, xxiv, 15—Commentary

After Elijah’s long sojourn nt 
Cherith and Zarephath the word of 
the Lord came again to him, Compare 
verse 1 and chapter xvil, 2, 8 The 
tnajority of bellevere are appointed 
to glorify God in a very quiet, coim- 
monplace kind of Iife, not often so 
quiet and lonely as Cherlth nor so 
lowly us Zarephath and yet very or- 
dinary. May the thirty years of Jesus 
at Nazareth be a great encouragement 
to all such, 

Then, as to knowing when to move 
from where we are, may the pillar 
of cloud and fire be our guide, See 
Num, Ix, 15-23, Remember also that 
When Joseph was sent to Egypt with 
Mary and the child Jesus it was sald 
to him, "Be thou there until I bring 
thee word” (Matt. ff, 13). No will but 
ITis and a prompt obedience to His 
word will give us days of heaven on 
earth (Deut, xi, 21), As plainiy as he 
told, “Get thee hence and hide 
thyself" (xvil, 3, so now he Its told, 
“Go shew thyself unto Ahab.” We 
think of Ezekiel, who was told, “Arise; 
go forth into the plain,’ and later, 
“Go shut thyself within thine house” 
(Tdvek, il, 22-24). Perfect acquiescence 
and unquestioning obedience are the 
only way of rest and peace, 

We are now introduced to Obadiah, 
the governor of Alhuab'’s house, a good 
man in a hard place, But Joseph and 
Daniel were somewhat similarly sit- 
uated, though they did not choose 
their situations. Whether this Oba- 
diah did or not we are not told. We 
fare glad to learn that he was the 
means of preserving the Hves of a 
hundred prophets and that he was a 
man who feared the Lord from his 
youth. His name means “servant of 
Jehovah,” and we trust that as a good 
servant his alm was to please God 
rather than man (Eph, vi, 6). 

When Elijah would have Obadiah 
tell Ahab that he had come he was at 
first afraid, but afterward went, and 
s0 Ahab and Elijah met, with the 
greeting from the former, “Art thou 
he that troubleth Israel?" to which 
Elijah replied that the guilt was upon 
him and his father’s house, And with- 
out further talk he ordered him to 
gather to Mount Carmel the 850 
prophets who ate at Jezebel's table. 
Ahnb seems to have been promptly 
obedient, and soon Elijah ts face to 
face with the prophets of Baal and 
challenges them and the people with 
the wards: “How long halt ye between 
two opinions? If Jehovah be God fol-

low Him, but if Baal then follow 
him" (verse 21), 
It is probable that many of the 


people were in doubt about Baal, {nas- 
much as he did not deliver them from 
thelr distress, The proposition that 
they and Elijah should each prepare a 
sucrifice and then decide upon the God 
that should answer by tire commended 
itself to the people, and all the people 
answered and said, “It is well spoken,” 
or, as in the margin, “the word ts 
good.” Elijah gave the prophets of 
Baal the first opportunity, and, having 
prepared thelr sacrifice, we see them 
from morning until noon and from 
noon until the time of the evening sac- 
rifice calling upon their gods, Elijah 
urging them on with his “Cry aloud, 
for he is a god, Either he is talking 
or he bath a pursuit, or he fs In a 
journey, or paradventure he sleepeth 
und must be awaked."’ But, although 
they erfed aloud and cut themselves 
till the blood gushed out, there was 
ho response whatever. One would 
think that the devil would have done 
something to encourage his devoted 
worshipers, but the hand of the Lord 
must have restrained him, 

When they had utterly failed then 
Elijah said unto all the people, “Come 
near unto me.” With what interest 
or perhaps in sullen silence they must 
have watched the repairing of the 
altar of the Lord, the placing of 
twelve stones to represent the twelve 
tribes, the digging of a trench and 
then the placing of the sacrifice on the 
wood! If they had been at all Indit- 
ferent up to this time they would sure- 
ly be amuzed at the threefold drench- 
ing of everything with twelve barrels 
of water until even the trench was 
filled. Now, whut could fire do even 
if It came? Listen now to the prayer 
(verses 36, 37) which, uttered distinet- 
ly and slowly, does not oecupy half 
i minute, The fire of the Lord fell, 
consuming even the stones and the 
ust and the water in the trench. 

When the people saw it they fell on 
their faces and said; “Jehovah, He Is 
the God! Jehovah, He is the God!" 
Then Eljab had all the prophets of 
Baal brought to the brook Kishon and 
slntn there. Not one escaped, Ahab 
went up to eat and drink, and Elijab 
went up to the top of Carmel to pray. 
Note in Elijah's prayer for fire that 
his one cry was that Jehovah would 
show Himself as God, and he asked 
nothing for himself but to be known 
us the Lord’s servant, Consider the 
Lord answerlng by fire In Ley, tx, 24; 
Judg. vi, 21; I Chron. xxi, 26; Il Chron 
vil, 1, and I have no doubt that the

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THE HENPECKED CLUB. 


Queer Methods of a Queer Society In 
Lancashire, England. 

Of all the queer clubs that exist In 
the world you will find some of the 
queerest in Lancashire, Hngland. One 
of these is called the Henpecked club 
As the title indicates, its members nre 
all males, and you can come across a 
club In almost every Lancashire town 
of any size, 

The meetings are held, as a rule, in 
some bar parlor, and the discussions 
tire about members and often non- 
members who have the reputation of 
being benpecked, When evidence has 
been brought to show that a particular 
man has allowed himself to come un 
fler his wife’s thumb they tax him with 
it In the place of meeting. The presi 
dent delivers n lecture on the danger 
of a husband permitting his wife to 
usurp his position as master, and when 
the others have indorsed his remarks 
the person to whom the speeches are 
addressed {is warned that if he con 
tiuues to stand the henpecking he will 
be made the snbject of a demonstra- 
tion, 

The announcement that a “henpeck- 
ed” club demonstration is to take place 
is received in the district with mixed 
feelings. The men applaud it, and the 
local police, recalling similar displays 
that led to trouble, become a_ little 
anxious. On the evening appointed 
the members of the club meet at a 
publle house, where they arm them- 
selves with all kinds of household 
utensils; then, led by concertina play- 
ers or a tin whistle band, they start 
out and march along the crowded 
streets of the district. 

One man carries a broom, another a 
swab, a third a shovel or a_ coal 
scuttle or a fender or a poker, Fire 
tongs, blacklead brushes, washtubs, 
buckets—everything used in the home, 
in fact—is carried shoulder high. As 
they march along to the musie in front 
and the discordant clanging of their 
baggage they sing snatches of songs 
{n which the name of the victim oc- 
curs often. 

The mission of the verses, which 
have been specially composed for the 
occasion by a local poet, is to hold up 
the henpecked one to ridicule, the rea- 
bon for the demonstrators bearing the 
household goods being, of course, to 
remind him that, having fallen under 
petticoat government, he will quickly 
become the slavey. 

Wien they reach the cottage where 
their victim resides they form a circle 
in front of the door and sing and 
clang their fenders and coal scuttles 
more loudly than ever. 


The man Inside is invoked by the 
president during a halt in the pro- 
gram to “be a man’ and join his 


brethren. Sometimes if he looks upon 
the affair as more of a joke than any- 
thing else he does their bidding, and 
they reform and march to headquar- 
ters with him at their head. Usually, 
however, his wife appears instead 
with a bucket of soapy water, which 
she promptly throws over the demon- 
strators, or she quickly causes a clenr- 
ance with a hose pipe. 

To the onlooker it is just an exh{it- 
tion for laughter and nothing more, 
Nut behind the scenes there is general- 
ly a Jot of trouble and heartaching. 
A good number of these “henpecked” 
demonstrations have sequels in police 
courts. Sometimes {it is an enraged 
victim being charged with assaulting 
a demonstrator, but more often than 
not the sequel shows a wife appealing 
to the magistrate for a separation or- 
der.—London Tit-Bits.

She was a Dutch trading ves- 
sel and was wrecked off Block island 
in 1752. The wreckers, it is said, made 
short work of ber, stripping her fore 
and aft and setting fire to the hull. 

As she drifted blazing off the coast a 
human form was visible amid the 
flames, the form of a female passen- 


ger, left to perish on the doomed 
eraft. Since and generally upon the 


anniversary of the wreck a phantom 
ship with lazing hull, charred spars 
and scorehed sails and rigging has 
been seen cruising off Block island. 


Whittier recorded the legend in 
graceful verse as well as that of a 


ghostly cruiser that sailed from a 
New England port of her last voyage, 
which he termed “The Dead Ship of 
Salem.” In the seventeenth century a 
ship was about to sail from Salem to 
England. Her cargo was on bourd, 
sails bent and passengers on deck, 
when two passengers came hurriedly 
off and engaged passage. The coupie 
were a young man and a young wo- 
man, who, so tradition records, were 
remarkable for their bearing and beau- 
ty. 

Who they were or whence they came 
no one in Salem town could tell. The 
ship being detained by adverse winds, 
the mysterious couple excited the sus- 
picions of the townspeople, who view- 
ed them as uncanny and prophesied 
disaster to the vessel if allowed to sail 
{n her. But the master, a bluff and 
stern sailor, refused to sten and final- | 
ly departed on a Friday, 

The vessel never reached her desti 
nation and was never spoken, but later 
in the year incoming vessels reported | 
sighting a craft with luminous rigging | 
and sails and shining hull and spars, 
She was sailing with all canvas set 
against the wind, with a crew of dead 
men standing in the shrouds and lean- 
{ng over the rail, while upon the quar- | 
terdeck stood a young and beautiful 
couple.—New York Herald. 


MAKING UMBRELLAS. 


The Work of Assembling the Frames 
and Putting on Covers, 

In most umbrella factories the task 

of turning out ribs and stems Is left to | 

other factorles muking a specialty of 


those parts. These are sent to the | 
manufacturer, and the man whose 
work it is to assemble the parts in- 


serts a bit of wire into the small holes 
at the end of the ribs, draws them to- 
gether about the main rod and adjusts 
the ferrule. 

In cutting the cloth or silk seventy- 
five thicknesses or thereabouts are ar- 
ranged upon a table at which skilled 
operators work, In one department 
there are girls who operate hemming 
machines, A thousand yards of bem 
med goods is a day's work for one of 
these girls. ‘Che machines doling this 
job attain a speed of some 8,000 rev 
olutions a minute. After the hemming 
has been done the cloth or silk is cut 
Into triangular pleces with a kulfe, as 
before, but with a pattern laid upon 
the cloth. The next operation {ts the 
sewlng of the triangular pleces to 
gether by machinery, 

The covers and frames are now 
ready to be brought together, In all 
there are twenty-one places where the 
cover 1s to be attached to the frame, 
The handle is next glued on, and the 
umbrella is ready for pressing and tn- 
spection, 

By far the greater number of um 
brellas today are equipped with wood 
en handles, A large variety of mate 
tluls may, however, be used. Gold and 
silver quite naturally enter into the 
construction of the more expensive 
grades of umbrellas, 

A wooden handle may be quite ex 


pensive, though, by reason of the wood

The Sap Is Coagulated by the Action 
of Pungent Smoke 

The industry of collecting and pre 

paring rubber ts carried on extensively 

in the valley of the Amazon, There are 

districts of many square miles owned 

and operated by one person: The rub 


ber trees are scattered more or less 
plentifully among other trees that 
Sleld no profit as yet,

They tap the trees, attach 
cups to catch the sap and take home 
Whatever sap may be collected 

The sap of the rubber tree is a white 
quid of the consistency of goat's mill 
It 1s necessary that it be converted 
{nto a solid. This is effected by the 
action of a pungent smoke that coagu 
lates or curdles the milky fluid 
this use the seeds of two different 
kinds of palm are employed, The seeds 
are put in an earthen jar which has a 


narrow neck, the bottom of which is 
perforated with a number of square 
holes. In this the palm nuts are 


burned, The holes tn the bottom of the 
jar admit a draft and cause 
smoke to issue from the neck 

The operator takes a paddle similar 
to that with which he paddles his ea- 
noe and holds the blade of {t over the 
jar. Upon it he pours the milly juice, 
cup by cup, all the time turning the 
blade so as to bring all parts of ft into 
the smoke. The fluid is Instantly fixed 
and adheres to the wood or to the rub- 
ber already formed. This 
continued until a solid lump is formed 
that will perhaps welgh sixteen 
pounds. When the lump has grown 
large enough for handling a slit is cut 
In it and the blade is drawn out. A 
mass of rubber is left ready for ex- 
portation. It Is the used in 
congulating the sap that gives crude 
rubber the dark appearance familiar to 
every one.

Mughals. No wonder they see nothing, 
know nothing, enjoy nothing and come 
home bringing a few expletives, adjec 
tives and photographs which can be 
had for a small price in either New 
York or London. 

The first thing to do in going to the 
east is to turn your education out on 
your desk so that you can get at the 
bottom of it, and there you will find 
the Bible and the “Arablan Nights” 
and the “Odyssey” and “Iliad’’ and 
“Virgil” and “Herodotus” and ‘*Xeno- 
phon,” and you will realize what a 
fool you were not to have devoted 
more time to them when you were 
asked to do so. Guide books can get 
you to the east, but they do not get 
you inside.

Perfumes. 

Civet is an aromatic substance of 
the consistence of honey and is ob- 
tained from a pouch on the civet cat, 
an animal from two to three feet long 
and about ten or twelve inches high. 
The best known of animal odors is 
musk, which is obtained from the 
musk deer. China furnishes the best 
quality. Twenty-five pods or sacks 
are packed in oblong boxes composed 
of plates of lead inclosed in a caddy 
made of pasteboard. Musk is obtain- 
ed from Assain, Siberia, the Altai 
mountains and other parts of northern 
Asia. Ambergris is another animal 
odor. It is secreted in the intestines 
of the spermaceti whale. A very curl- 
ous fact is that ambergris is only ac- 
cumulated by disease—that is, it is 
only secreted in a sick whale. It is 
very hard, of a light gray color and is 
found in quantities varying from twen- 
ty to fifty pounds. It is worth about 
£6 an ounce.—London Standard.

Husbands Beat Each of Their Wives 
With a Different Club. 

The marringe customs of the Pap: 
ufns are somewhat similar to those 
of many other savage races. The cer. 
emony is largely a matter of purchase, 
The men marry when they are about 
eighteen years of age and the girls at 
fourteen or even earlier, 

When a young inke man desires to 
get married he visits the father of his 
prospective bride and puts forward 
his personal belongings as an induce. 
ment to the father to consent to the 
union, 

If a man has a yun he is a great per- 
sonage and can demand anything, but 
besides thelr bows and arrows and 
spears most of the the Papuans have 
very little, Even agricultural produce 
is scarce, the only cultivation under. 
taken being on a very primitive scale. 

A little clearing Is made by both 
men and women, and the women then 
grow bananas and sweet potatoes. 
The men are always armed, and when 
the women o to the patch to attend 
to their crops or gather the produce 
the men go with them as a protection, 
The women, however, do the work. 

Many families have a bundle of an- 
clent Portuguese cloth centuries old, 
and when a young man is seeking a 
bride one of these hetrlooms is gener. 
ally part of the deal. The youth and 
the girl’s father haggle over the mar- 
riage until eventually they agree to 
terms, and then the thing is done. 
The men are not limited to one wife, 
and once a girl is married she is sub- 
ject to her husband in everything and 
is practically his slave. 

“In another part of New Gutnea,” 
says a writer in the Wide World mng- 
azine, “I remember a distinetly strong 
confirmation of the custom which 
places a woman at the entire mercy 
of her husband, At one house I visit- 
ed I saw standing outside the doorway 
three huge stone clubs, each large 
enough to fell a bullock. 

“On making Inquirles I found that 
they tallled with the number of wives 
owing alleginnee to the hovseholder. 
The clubs were used by the man to 
beat his wives with if they annoyed 
him. The quaint part of it was that 
while the women seemed to ralse no 
objection to being flogged unmerciful 
ly by their lord and master they 
would not be beaten with the same 
weapon as that used on another wo- 
msn, so the native kept a separate club 
for each wife.” 


DEADLY MINE GASES. 


Their Action Upon the Flame of the 
Safety Lamp. 

The safety lamp, a heavy metal lan- 
tern shaped object with a circular 
globe of heavy plate glass, Is the only 
Hight other than electricity that can be 
safely carried into a gaseous mine. 
The lamps are lit before they are 
taken Into the mine and, In addition, 
fre securely locked, that no accident 
or ignorant intention may expose the 
open flame to the gases of the mine. 
Over a-small sooty yellow thime 
which gives a light less bright than 
that of an ordinary candle are two 
wire gauze cones fitting snugly inside 
the heavy globe, and It is through 
these cones that the flame draws the 
alr which supports it. The presence of 
black dump, or carbon dioxide, can 
easily be detected, if not by its odor, by 
the action of the flame, which grows 
dim and, if the black damp exists in 
any quantity, ts finally extinguished, 
White damp, the highly explosive gus 
which is most feared, has, on the 
other hand, a totally different effect. 
In the presence of this gas the flame 
of the safety lamp becomes pointed, 
and as the gas grows stronger the 
flame seems to separate from the wick 
and an almost invisible blue cone 
forms beneath it. If the miner coy- 
tinues to advance into the white damp 
he will pass through a line in which 
there nre nine parts of alr to one part 
gas (the explosive mixture), and the 
lamp will instantly register this ex- 
plosive condition by a sudden crack- 
ling inside the gauze and the extin- 
guishing of the flame. Were it an open 
lamp the explosion fgnited by the 
flame would sweep throughout the en- 
tire workings, carrying death and de- 
struction before it, but by the con- 
struction of the safety lamp the ex- 
plosion confines itself to the limited 
area within the gauze cones, and un- 
less the lamp is moved suddenly and 
the flame is dragged through the gauze 
at the Instant that the explosion oc- 
curs within the globe it will not ex- 
tend beyond the gauze.—Atlantle., 


SPHERICITY OF THE EARTH. 


“Parallax” Bet Against It, and He Lost 
His Wager. 
The straightest canal In the world ts 


{in england and runs from Erith, in 
Cambridgeshire, to Denvers Sluice, 
twenty-two miles away. It was here 


that years ayo n dectsive experiment 
was conducted to prove the sphericity 
of the earth. At that Ume, says “High- 
ways and Byways In Cambridgeshire,” 
a deluded gentleman, who called him- 
self “Purallux,”” was obsessed with the 
notion that the globe was oa flat disk 
and used to go lecturing with great 
vigor on the subject. After these lec- 
tures he Invited questions, none of 
which was able to shake his belief. 
When asked, for example, “Why does 
the hull of a ship disappear below the 
horizon while the masts remain vis- 
ible?” he would answer, “Because the 
lowest stratum of air is the densest 
and therefore soonest conceals objects 
seen through it." Finally he showed 
his whole hearted bellef In his absurd 
views by laying a heavy wager that no 
one would disprove them, The stakes 
were deposited in the hands of judges, 
and the trial, under agreed conditions, 
took place upon the New river, as part 
of the canal ts called. Three boats 
were moored three miles apart, each 
provided with a crosstree of equal 
height. If the earth was spherical the 
central cross would appear above the 
other to an observer looking through 
a telescope leveled from the crosstree 
of the boat at elther end; if it was flat 
he would see both the other crosstrees 
as one, “Parallax” declared that he 
did see them so, but the judges unant- 
mously decided against him, and the 
poor man lost his money.

These Dexterous Animale

“The cardinal principle in) training 
gnofmais,”” says an animal trainer, 
not to attempt to make an animal do 
anything contrary to the nature of its 
particular species, To be successful a 
trainer must know enough about the 
habits of the animals he has under 
treining to fit the tricks he would teach 
them to their natural bent, 

“The seal Is very easily taught, You 
begin with one seal, some small pleces 
of fish and a string, You let the seal 
sit on his pedestal, something he Hikes 
to do by nature; then you throw him 
one of the pleces of fish, and he natu 
rally and easily catches ft. Next you 
tle a plece of fish on the end of your 
string and swing ft toward the seal. 
He catches this, too, and you keep 
moving away from him and swinging 
the fish to him from an Increasing dis 
tance. Now you are ready to begin 
With the hat or cornucopia. You put o 
plece of fish in the bottom of It and 
toss it to the senl. The seal is dex 
terous by nature, and his nose, quickly 
detecting the fish in the tip of the 
cone, seeks it out. The cone catches on 
his snout, and he bites out the fish and 
tosses the cone aside. Before long he 
comes to associate the cone with fish, 
and he will eateh any number of sim 
{lar ones and toss them aside when he 
fails to find what he wants, 

“Balancing the big rubber ball 
based on the same principle. The ball 
is sonked fn fishy brine and thrown to 
the seal. He gets the odor and tries 
his best to get Into the ball and find 
What he is after. This results in his 
balancing the ball on his nose, a feat to 
which his supple neck and his natural 
feeding habits are all adapted, and 
then he gets his plece of fish as a 
prize.’"—New York World. 


BIBLES IN THE WORLD. 


The Scandinavian Eddas the Most Re- 
cent of the Seven. 

The world has seven Bibles. They 
are the Koran of the Mohammedans, 
the Eddas of the Seandinavians, the 
Tripitaka of the Buddhists, the Five 
Kings of the Chinese, the Three Vedas 
of the Hindus, the Zendavesta and 
the Serfptures of the Christians. 

The Koran {ts not older than the sev 
enth century of our era, It is a com 
pound of quotations from the Old and 
New Testaments, the Talmud and the 
gospel of St. Barnabas, The Iddas of 
the Seandinavians were published tn 
the eleventh century and are the most 
recent of these seven Bibles. The Bud- 
dhists’ Tripitaka contain sublime mor- 
als and pure inspirations. Thelr au 
thor lived and died tn the seventh cen- 
tury before Christ, 

The sacred writings of the Chinese 
are called the Five Kings, “king” 
meaning web of cloth or the warp that 
keeps the threads in their places, They 
contuin the choicest sayings of the 
best ages on the ethicopolitical duties 
of life. These sayings cannot be traced 
to a perlod higher than the eleventh 
century B. C. The Three Vedas are 
the most ancient books of the Hindus, 
and ft is the opinion of great scholars 
that they are older than the eleyenth 
century B,C, 

The Zendavesta of the Persians is 
the grandest of all the sacred books 
next to the Bible. Zoroaster, whose 
sayings {it contains, was born in the 
twelfth century B, C.—New York Her- 
ald.

The history of the world is crystal- 
lized In the children's toys. Each great 
war Jeaves soldiers in the nursery cup- 
board dressed correctly to a strap and 
button. This has always been so. As 
each successive uge in the world’s his 
tory has gone by the weapons of that 
age have pussed to the hands of the 
boys as toys.

The Dollar. 

There was a time when dollars were 
minted In England, In March, 1707, 
the mint issued stamped Spanish dol 
lars worth 4s, 0d., but they were called 
in mouths later, It was from 
the Spanish coin that America got the 
iden of her almighty dollar, but the 
nume was made in Germany. At least 
“thaler.” of which “dollar” is a corrup 
tion, was. The original thaler was the 
silver guldeugroschen, coined in 1518 
by order of Count Sehlick from the sil- 
ver of Jonehimsthal, In Bohemia, and

own spoons to fill thelr plates, the 
large spoon to be used for serving the 
soup not being invented till some time 
later, 

Yet even a hundred years after the 
invention of the soup plate (1749) a 
work on civility advised that all the 
dishes should be so placed on the table 
that every one could reach them with

his spoon and that if the soup was 
served In a dish (tureen) every one 
should help himself with his own 
spoon without seeming to bein a hurry. 

A work on manners that appeared 
Just before the French revolution 
deemed {it best to advise its readers 


that it was impolite to pass the spoon 
back and forth between the mouth and 
the tureen,

tive the Httle cloud was of the man’s 
hand that was taking hold of God tn 
prayer! 

Tlow great the contrast between 
Ahab eating and drinking, enjoying 
himself, thinking more of horses and 
mules than of perishing people Cxvill, 
5), and the man of God caring only for 
the glory of the living and true God, 
whom he represented! Stnee the Lord 
aid to Elijah when He sent him to 
meet Ahab, “T will send rain upon 
the earth” Cxvill, 1), why should Tlijah 
need to pray so earnestly for 1t?) This 
Is perplexing to many, but ft Tis 
way, Concerning Ills great promises 
to Isrnel in the future He says, “I 
will yet for this be Inquired of by the 
house of Israel to do it for them" 
(Nzek, xxxvi, 87). 

The question should search us, Have 
we anything of the zeal for God and 
persevering prayer that Elijah had? 

When Ahab reached home and told 
Jezabel all that Eijah had done she 
was angry Indeed and sent a mes 
senger to him with a threat that she 
would have his lHfe within twenty 
four hours. Now comes the strange 
part of the story in the seemingly sad 
fact that the man of God who feared 
not Ahab nor all the prophets of Baal 
should flee for his Hfe at the threat of 
this wicked woman when It seemed 
that he was needed so much just at 
that time to lead the people back to 
the God who had answered by fire. 
By a look in the wrong direction we 
seemed to lose his hold on God. Like 
Peter, when he saw the wind boister 
ous, he began to sink (Matt. xiv, 80) 
If we would be established we must 
always see the Lord alone and re- 
member tf God be for us who can be 
against us. 

As he sat under a juniper tree far 
tiway in the wilderness he realized that 
he was no better than others and not 
worthy to Hive. The confllet was too 
severe, and he would fain be at rest. 
He was a man just as weak as any of 
us and strong only in the Lord. The 
Lord, who is always full of compas- 
sion, had not forsaken His weary and 
discouraged servant, and as he lay and 
slept one of those blessed ministering 
spirits (ITeb.

Tribulations of the Famous French 
Epicure and Jurist. 

Brillat-Savarin, the author of 
Physiology of Taste," was the 
lute realization of the typleal 
liver. The French revolution confis 
cated his property and removed him 
from his office as civil Judge. Ile fled 
to Switzerland and then to the United 
States, where he played a fiddle in a 
New York theater to gain a iiving, 

His property was afterward returned 
to him, and he was made a counselor 
of the supreme court, an office he 
clung to successfully through changes 
of empire and kingdom. His “Physt- 
ology of Taste” shared the fate of 
many celebrated books It was re- 
fused by several publishers and even- 
tually was published at the author's 
expense, but without his name at- 
tached to ft, as he considered the na 
ture of the work incompatible with his 
Judicial functions, 

It was Brillat-Savarin who declared 
that “the discovery of a new food doves 
more for the happiness of the human 
race than the discovery of a star.”

saying yesterday" (Como decin ayer), 

Between that yesterday and this 
day he had fought the battle of the 
fallen republic and had known the bit- 
terness of years in exile. All memory 
of this, however poignant in the heart 
of Castelar, had passed from the pro- 
fessor of Madrid's university, and he 
continued his lecture at the very point 
at which ft hid been broken off.

BEAUTIFUL LEAVES. 


And the Tiny Cells That Give Them 
Their Brilliant Hues. 

A Jeaf 1s one of the most beautiful 
things in nature, and it is very won 
derful to think that it owes its lovely 
color to minute little living bodies or 
cells of chlorophyll. This word comes 
from two Greek ones, chloros, green, 
and phullon, a leaf, and is used to 
deseribe the ordinary coloring matter 
of vegetation. 

The chlorophyll cells or granules 
absorb the light and heat of the sun's 
rays and in some marvelous way, 
which only scientists can understand, 
manufacture the sugar which is neces- 
sary for the life of the tree itself by 
combining the carbonic acid gas of the 
atmosphere with the water drawn in 
by its roots, These tiny cells are so 
very small that as many as 400,000 
have been counted in a square milll- 
meter of the leaf of a castor oll plant, 
and in order that they may come tp 
contact with as much sunlight as pos- 
sible the leaf turns slightly on its stalk 
toward the sun. 

If you notice the arrangement of the 
leaves on a bough you will see that 
nature has placed them so that they 
form an almost perfect “light screen" 
and catch all the sunshine that there 
is. If it were not for the constant 
work of these little chlorophyll cells 
the splendid trees {n our forests would 
wither and die and there would be no 
green things left in the world.—Lon- 
don Home Notes.

The 
young have to remain in their nests 
several months before they can stand 
on thelr long, slender legs, which are 
very weuk and brittle. The young 
easily break thelr legs if disturbed.—

The silk cotton trees of Jamaica are 


one of the most striking natural fea- 
tures of this beuutiful island, and vis- 
itors expre much curiosity concern- 
ing them. The fiber of the cotton is 
too short for textile uses, but its qual- 
ity is delicate and fine. 

The trees are most interesting in 
structure. They reach a height of 200 
or obO feet.

GRAFT IN PERSIA, 


Officials Pay For the Privilege of 
Fleecing the Public. 


A LAND WITHOUT LAWYERS. 


And Yet That Extraordinary Exemp- 
tion Does Not Help the Unfortunate 
Who Gots into Troubie—Ccaxing the 
Accused to Confess. 


It would be dificult for a Persian 
Who has not traveled to understand 
American excitement over what the 
hewspapers here call “graft.” My 
motherland, Persia, is not yet quite 
awake to the possibility of a man's 
serving the public for a certain fixed 
salary and taking nothing more, In 
Persia they take it for granted that 
every officeholder will “gouge” people 
whenever he gets a chance. 

There are no lawyers in Persia, so 
there are no Jokes about lawyers’ ap. 
petite for geld and silver. If you have 
ever had a costly lawsuit on your 
hands you may think that makes mat- 
ters simpler, but getting into trouble 
means being squeezed for money, 
wrung for money, as if you were a 
plece of wet cloth in a washerwoman’s 
strong grip. 

This is how it is managed: First, 
you see, the governor of a city or of a 
province never has a definite salary 
from the state—not at all. On the con- 
trary, he pays the state treasury sev- 
eral thousand dollars more or less for 
the privilege of being governor and of 
making what he can out of the enter- 
prise. He fs not an elected officer; he 
is more like a “concessionaire” at one 
of your big expositions, who offers a 
large sum for a chance to run a res- 
taurant or to provide ice cream soda or 
candy. 

The governor (or mayor) of a large 
Persian town may have perhaps 100 to 
50 employees under him. Of these 


only a few house servants (cook, 
coachman and the Hike) have fixed 
wages. The incomes of the others de- 


pend upon the amount of money which 
they can help turn into the great 
man’s hands in the form of fines and 
taxes. You can guess whether the 
nelghbors are fond of them! 

Suppose now you live in Persia, You 
have leased a piece of ground or you 
have sold some goods and the other 
min does not pay. You dun him, 
Then you threaten him. Then you go 
to the governor and make a complaint

This Is where many of the 150 under 
employees pet thelr chance. <A large 
part of their occupation Is bunting up 
facts about everybody's — property, 
everybody's business, everybody's in- 
come, They know an amazing num 
ber of things which your debtor sup- 
posed were safely secret. They pro- 
duce {nformation whenever informa- 
tlon Is wanted, 

Your man's pretense that business is 
bad and that he is all but bankrupt is 
brushed aside, and he is made to pro 
duce an amount of money consider 
ably larger than the original debt. 
“Made” to produce it? Yes. There 
are shocking things that can be done 
to him if he hesitates too long, and he 
knows {ft. So, like a child aware that 
there is an ugly stick waiting in the 
corner, he usually does not hesitate 
too long. Tle saves his skin and hands 
over the money. You get maybe 80 
to 90 per cent to satisfy your claim— 
that Js, the officer of justice practi 
cally collects from you something for 
his own services. The rest goes to the 
governor and such of the employees 
a5 may be considered in the case. 

Perhaps you bave a shop in the town 
bazaar or market place and some poor 
good-for-nothing steals a chicken that 
was hanging on the wall. If a woman 
wus the thief she is most likely fined— 
possibly whipped if she has no money 
to pay a fine. If the culprit is a man 
they punch a hole through the car- 
tilage of the lower end of his nose, put 
n cord through the hole and lead him 
In this painful disgrace all around the 
bazaur. The officer collects as he goes 
along a few cents from this shopkeep 
er and a few cents from that one as 
an acknowledgment of the officer's 
service in publicly exposing a thief. 

Naturally it often happens that some 
outrageous robbery occurs or some- 
body is brutally murdered, and the 
guilty one is unknown. Then the gov- 
ernor’s detective agents set to work. 
Anybody may be arrested on suspicion 
and examined either as the probable 
offender or as a witness. If the sus- 
pect has plenty of money he can al- 
Ways prove his innocence or his {gno- 
rance by paying cash to the examining 
oftticers, though, since there Is no regu 
lated tariff in such matters, the pro 
ceeding may be quite expensive. 

If the suspect 1s too poor to make 
things right with the examiners or toc 
stubborn to tell what he knows—and 
sometimes, I am afraid, if he really 
does not know anything to tell—they 
haye some “third degree’ methods 
warranted to make a man say some 
thing, One such method is what thes 
gall the “bastinado.” It is whipping 
the soles of the bare feet with slen 
der rods.

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BATHTUBS IN MEXICO. 


Made of Cement, They Are a Real Lux- 
ury In a Hot Climate. 
“Uniess you have been in the trop: 
ics,” remarked the man who had just 
returned from a trip to Mexico, “you 
ean't possibly realize how great a lux- FIRE 
ury a cold bath can be. It's not that 
the climate is necessarily warmer than 
fh New York summer, but the natives 
have worked out the problem of bath- 
ing to its ultiinate conclusions, They 

have invented the {deal (ub. 

“On the great private estates tn 
Mexico baths are in use today which 
were hewn out of the solid rock cen- 
turles ago by slave labor. They are 
located for the most part in the vicin- 
ity of running water and are fed by 
bamboo pipes, but in many cases they 
have to be filled by the old fashioned 
method of carrying a bucket to and 
from the spring. 

“In the cities the so 
baths are made of cement. The resi- 
dences of all well to do people are 
provided with them, and they ape a 
feature of the native hotela They are 
usually about ten feet long by four 
deep—baby swimming tanks, In fact. 

“The tropical custom is to fill the 
baths late at night. By the following 
morning the water will have acquired 
a limpid coolness that acts like a tonic 
upon the body. When one remembers 
that near the equator it is almost as 
warm in the morning as it is at noon 
and that water taken direct from the 
elty mains is always tepid the advan 
tage of the stone or cement bath Is 
evident.”"—New York Sun. 


TIGERISH TUNAS. 


Wild Carnage When They Meet Their 
Natural Prey, Flying Fish, 

One time at St. Clements we sighted 
n feeding school of tuna, an exhiigrat 
ing sight. A flying fish weighing a 
pound and a half or more would start 
from the water and soar an extraor 
inary distance, nearly out of sight, 
but every inch of that filght I knew 
was covered by a big tuna keeping 
his place just beneath the “filer” and 
ready to selze it the moment it fell 
into the water. This rarely failed 
The moment the fish began to drop the 
tuna would spring at it like a tiger, 
turning and tossing the spume into 
the alr with a splendid and electrify 
ing rush, a maneuver that was re 
peated all over the blue channel. 

The sensational charge meant that a 
school of tunas had discovered a school 
of its natural prey, flying fishes. At 
once the lust for blood and food was 
on, and the carnage was the result. 

I have observed some curious scenes 
at sen, but never have T seen fear so 
forcibly expressed as by a school of 
flying fishes exhausted and at the 
mercy of the voracious tunns. I have 
had them gather about my boat and 
cling to its keel as closely as they 
could, while the alr was full of leap 
ing tunas and soaring flying tish. At 
such times when a school of sardines 
is rounded up the fishes are so terrified 
that men have rowed up to them and 
scooped them in by the pailful.—c. I

Correct Way to Roll Umbrella.

The Suffragists took Boston by 
storm one day last week. Ac- 
cording to counts by Hub news- 
paper reporters there were 1500 
of them in the street parade, 
which presented a scene strange 
even in Boston and one never to 
be forgotten. 

A distinguished Suffragists 
from England was the Chief figure 
and orator, and ‘‘the cynosure of 
all eyes” in the hall where the 
great meeting was held and men 
abused. 

Conspicuous among the platform 
orators was she who was Maude 
Wood before her marriage to Mr. 
Park, her home being on Salem 
street, Woburn. She was smart, 
educated and refined, a graduate 
from Radcliffe, and a Burlington 
schoolmarm. 

Maude spoke in the big Boston 
Suffragists massmeeting last 
week. She used the following 
language : 

“If women were sufficiently 
represented by their husbands, 
married men should have more 
than one vote, and bachelors 
should be disfranchised.” 

Ever since Mr. Park ‘‘peace- 
fully passed away,” greatly lament- 
ed, several years ago, Maude has 
been a prominent Boston Suffra- 
gist, and knows the ropes.

PAYING A PAINTER. 


Verrio’s Reward For Decorating Two 
English Royal Palaces. 
Rubens received for his painting of 
the grand ceiling at the banqueting 
house, Whitehall, the sum of £4,000. 
The space covered by this painting ts 
about 400 yards, so thait he was paid 
nearly £10 a yard. In addition to this 
remuneration, he was knighted, and a 
chain of gold was also presented to 

him by Charles 1, 

Sir James Thornhill, the first Eng- 
lishman who received knighthood for 
his ability in art, was paid only £3 a 
yard for the laborious work on the 
ceiling of Greenwich hospital and only 
£1 an yard for painting the ornaments 
on the walls “The Duke of Mon- 
tague,” says Sir James Thornhill in his 
memorial to the commissioners for 
building the hospital, “paid M. Rosso 
for his saloon £2,000 and kept an ex- 
traordinary table for him, his friends 
and servants for two years while the 
work was belng done ut an expense 
estimated at £500 per annum.” 

Signor Verrio was paid for the whole 
palaces of Windsor and Hampton 
court—ceilings, front and back stairs— 
at 8 shillings a square foot, which fs 
£3 12s. a vard, exclusive of gilding; 
had wine daily atlowed to him, lodg- 
{nes In the palaces and when his eye 
sight failed him a pension of £200 per 
annum and an allowance of wine fos 
life.—-Pearson'’s Weekly.

After the trim! in the subsequent de- 
bates in the house General B, F. But- 
ler frequently charged that the com- 
mission had arrived at an unjust ver- 
dict and had convicted an innocent 
woman. In o memorable debate he 
boldly proclaimed that if the contents 
of a diary which had been found on 
the dead body of J. Wilkes Booth were 
ever made public {t would disclose the 
fact that It contained the proof of 
Mrs. Surratt’s innocence, which proof 
had been infamously suppressed by the 
commission, When General Bingbam 
made a movement as though he would 
repel such an accusation, Butler dra- 
matically drew a memorandum book 
from his breast pocket and held it 
wloft, but did not utter a word. Bing- 
ham naturally supposed that Butler 
bad a copy of a diary such as he hud 
spoken of. As a matter of fact the 
book contained nothing but blauk 
leaves. General Butler was just bluff- 
ing. 

‘rhe diary was in possession of Sec- 
retary Stanton, but President Johnson 
finally demanded it. It was an tnoter- 
esting book, but it threw no light upon 
the great conspiracy,

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The Finding of the Survivors of 
the Greely Expedition. 


STAYED THE HAND OF DEATH. 


The Seven Starved and Half Crazed 
Dying Men Were Wearily Waiting 
For the End When Came the Shout 
That Told Them Relief Was Nigh. 


In his story of the rescue of the rem 
nants of the {ll fated Greely expedi- 
tion at Cape Sabine tn 1884 Frank B. 
Copley in the American Magazine 
gives a dramatic description of the nc- 
tual finding of the starving survivors. 

On June 21 # furious gale blew down 
the tent, which the despairing men 
had not the strength to raise again. 
On the 22d the gale continued, and the 
men felt that the end of thelr long 
struggle had come. 

In the evening all the men were in 
their bags, waiting for denth. Greely, 
Frederick, Biederick, Elison and Con. 
nell were under the fallen canvas of 
the tent. Brainard and Long were 
under the fallen cunvas of the adjoin 
ing shelter. It remained light, of 
course, the sun ut this season being 
continuously above the horizon. Con 
nell passed {nto the unconscious state 
which was the prelude of death. The 
other six men, supremely indifferent 
to everything, lay idly dozing. 

But the evening still was young 
when, seemingly from a distance, there 
came a sound that forced itself upon 
their attention. Once came the sound! 
Twice came the sound! Three times 
came the sound! Each time it wus ao 
long, Insistent screech. 

At first It was annoying, os any 
sound !s that gradually forces one to 
leave one's pleasant dreams and awake. 
But with the second repetition of the 
sereech Brainard and Long sat up und 
looked at each other. 

From under the canvas of the tent 
came the complaining voice of Greely, 
“Brainard, did you hear it?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“What was it?” 

“I think—I am pretty sure—that it 
was the whistle of n steamer.” 

There was something of a stir under 
the fallen canvas of the tent. Bieder 
bick had aroused himself and seized 
the bag containing their last bit of 
brandy.

They sald they felt able to 
climb to the high, rocky point on the 
tidge where Brainard had set a signal 
flag. 

“Do your best,” said Greely. 

Slowly and painfully Brainard and 
Long crawled up the narrow path in 
the snow to the point which command 
ed a brond view of the sea. There 
was much open water, but nothing 
waa to be seen on It save the old 
monotonous floes and berys. 

Long said they must bave been mis 
taken in the nature of the sound they 
had heard. Brainard agreed, After a 
few minutes Brainard, chilled through, 
said he would go back and report to 
Greely. Long, who was more warmly 
clad, said be would stay up there a 
while longer, 

When Brainard, in reporting to Gree 
ly, again expressed the opinion that 
they had been deceived the opinion 
seemed to be accepted by all the men 
under the tent. Brainard crawled back 
into his bag, fully believing that he 
never would leave !t again and fully 
resigned to the prospect. 

Presently Biederbick began to argue 
that the fact that no ship was to be 
seen from the point above them did 
not necessarily indicate that they had 
been deceived in believing that the 
sounds they heurd were those of a 
ship's whistle, He suggested that the 
slip might be in Payer harbor, which 
could not be seen from their ridge. 

Greely uroused himself sufliciently 
to say that be did not consider this 
probable. Biederbick, however, went 
on arguing in his persistent German 
way that belp was near, At length 
Greely, whose nerves were a wreck 
and whose mind was fast giving way, 
turned on Biederbick and cursed him 
for making a disturbance, 

“Shut up,” he ordered, “and let us 
die in peace!" 

So dhce more there was quiet. 

Lying outside in his bag, Brainard 
vaguely wondered if he ever again 
would see Long. 

Presently he heard footsteps. 

Some one was coming.

“Greely! Grecly! Are ye there?” 

There was no mistaking the voice 
with its Seotch Irish accent.

Seven men out of twenty-five lived 
until the evening of June 22. Another 
hour and probably only six would 
have been found alive. Two days 
more and in all probability the last 
man would have been found dead.

[TRUE IRISH BULLS. 


They Have a Flavor All Their 
Own, “the Effect of Climate.” 


BRANDS FROM OTHER LANDS. 


The Best of the French Bulle Are 
Acted, Not Spoken—Some Droll Ex- 
amples of the Italian, Portuguose, 
Dutch and German. 


Bir Richard Steele explained why his 
countrymen made bulls: “'Tis the ef- 
fect of the climate, air. If an Wnglish- 
man were born In Ireland he would 
make as many,” said he. It is not ev- 
ery one who knows a bull when he 
fees her, It may be no bull, but 
merely a blunder—na_ betise, as the 
French have it. To make sure that 
we have the true criterion let us first 
set down no few of the genuine, ortho- 
dow Irish kind: 

He bullt the wall wider than it was 
high, so that when It fell down It 
should be higher than it was wide. 

Two weary and footsore Irishinen 
come to a milestone, ten miles to Dub- 
lin. “Arrah,” says one, “'tis but five 
miles aplece.” 

Disputing of the date of St. Patrick's 
birthday, “He couldn't have had two 
unless he was twins,” 

An Irish satlor reported that in Phil- 
adelphia they copper bottomed the tops 
of the houses with sheet lead. 

Give me the loan of a hatchet to saw 
on empty barrel of flour in two to 
make the dog a pligpen, 

His estate is divided by impenetra 
ble furze ditches made of quarried 
stones set on edge. 

An Irishman, describing a glorious 
fight, said, ‘There was only one whole 
nose in the house, and that was the 
taypot's.” 

In these and in hundreds like them 
we have the true flavor of the Irish 
bull. 

There are genuine bulls in French, 
but they are rare. The genius of the 
language does not lend itself to any- 
thing less than neat precision. A 
French bull is usually nothing more 
than a betise. Still, French bulls exist. 

Leon, Bishop and Count of Lisleux 
wrote to the Duchess of Brissac as fol- 
lows: 

“Madame, knowing how fond you 
are of red partridges, I send you here- 
with half a dozen. Three of them are 
gray, and one is a woodcock. You will 
find this letter in the bottom of the 
basket." 

A Frenchman used a large stone jar 
for a pillow, explaining that it was not 
hard because he had stuffed it full of 
hay. 

The very best French bulls are acted, 
not spoken. The Duke de St. Simon 
relates thut a Indy, lying 1ll, was much 
disturbed by the ringing of the church 
bells. To denden the noise her lover 
had the street in front of her house 
laid with straw, 

A spoken bull in French is apt to be 
something different from the Irish va- 
riety, something more like a betise, as 
has been suld. And It ts difficult to 
retain the flavor in translation. “Ce 
sont toujours les memes soldats qui se 
font tuer,"” says Marshal Bugeaud of 
his army. This loses n little when one 
translates, “It is always the same sol- 
diers who get themselves killed.” 

“En fait d'inutilites {1 ne faut que le 
necessaire”’ ts more highly colored in 
the French than tn {ts translation, 
“Only so many useless things are re- 
quired as are strictly necessary.” 

Here is the translation of part of an 
Italian letter: 

“We have had a most famous earth- 
quake. If by the mercy of God it had 
lasted for npother half hour we should 
all have gone to puradise, from which 
may God deliver us. Whether you re: 
ceive this letter or not, please advise 
me in either case.” 

Here is a Portuguese bull. In offer- 
ing a reward for the recovery of the 
corpse of a drowned man his relatives 
remarked that the deceased might be 
identified, if found, by a slight impedi- 
ment in his speech. 

After much research it has been so 
far impossible to discover a genuine 
Spanish bull, but here is a Dutch bull: 

“The pig had no marks on his ears 
except a short tail.” 

And here ts a German bull; 

“Der Zahn der Zeit, der alle Thranen 
trocknet, wird auch uber diese Sache 
Gras wachsen lassen” (“The tooth of 
time, thut wipes away all tears, will 
permit grass to grow over this mat- 
ter also") 

Blunders itn English speech are not 
uncommon. The orthodox bull of Ire 
land has searcely crossed the channel. 

A fellow of the Royal society speaks 
of “the earthquake that had had the 
honor to be noticed by the Royal so- 
clety.” 

"The West Indies will now have a 
future which they have never had tn 
the past” sounds promising until one 
sees that its bullish quality is a mere 
blunder by which the word “opportunt- 
ty” was omitted. There is none of the 
flavor of the famous definition of salt 
by the Irish schoolboy, “Salt is that 
which makes your potatoes taste nasty 
{f you don't put it in.” 

Even the best of the foreign bulls tn 
Latin tongues evoke the suspicion that 
they are mere translations from Irish 
originals. The Dutch, the Germans 
and perhaps the English may have the 
genuine article at times. No distinc: 
tively American bulls have emerged 
from the long research that is the 
foundation of these few paragraphs.— 
New York Sun,

Lesson X.—First Quarter, For 
March 5, 1911. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Il Kinga ii, 1-18. 
Memory Verses, 11, 12—Golden Text, 
Gen. v, 24—Commontary Prepared by 


Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


As we come to Elijah’s farewell to 
earth for the present we might with 
great profit review and ponder his di 
rect messages from the Lord, which, 
if I have counted correctly, were just 
elght (1 Kings xvil, 2, 8; xvill, 1; xix, 0, 
xxi, 17, 28; Il Kings 1, 8, 15). In the 
ehapter in with 
the messages from heaven to Blijah 
notice how God observes all that Is 
done for or against Him, and also 
how He tells His servants when to go 
or stay, “The ways of man are be- 
fore the eyes of the Lord, and He pon- 
dereth all his goings’ (Prov. v, 21). 
Note the fire from heaven in chapter 
j, 10, 12, and compare Rey. vi, 5. 

We should have noticed in last les 
son the penitence of Ahab and the 
Lord's forbearance and long suffering 
(1 Kings xxi, 27-20), Truly Ie is not 
Willing that any should perish (1 Pet 
fil, 9). 

Now we came in our lesson of to 
day to something wholly unique in the 
Bible story, for, although Enoch also 
was translated, we have no record of 
the incidents connected therewith 
Only these two have ever left the earth 
without dying, but a great company 
will have this privilege when Jesus 
shall come to the air for His chureh 
(I Cor, xv, 51, 52; I Thess. fv, 16-18) 
There is a fearful record in Rey. xix, 
20, of two men who shall be cust into 


previous connection 


the lake of fire without dying. 
This lesson story of the translation 
of Blijah and the benutiful devotion 


of Dlisha is one of the most fascinat 
{ng in Seripture and Intensely prac 
tleal. They are more intimately as 
sociated here than anywhere else, and 
their names, which are mentioned over 
twenty times In our lesson and signify 
“My God Is Jehovah” and “My God ts 
salvation,” are so suggestive of Him 
with whom they both walked, 
Elisha’s oft repeated “As the Lord 
Hiveth and as thy soul Hveth T will 
not leave thee” (verses 2, 4, 6) remind 
us of the devotion of Ruth to Naomi 
and of Ittai to David for the sake of 


the God of Israel (Ruth {, 16, 17; II 
Sam, xv, 21). 
The expressions “So they went," 


“So they came,” “They two went on,” 
“They two stood,” “They two went 
over,” “They still went on and talked” 
G6, 7, 8, 11), suggest to us 
the possibility of such a fellowship 
with the Lord Jesus Christ Himself, 
seeing no one but Jesus only with our 
selves and so ocecupled with Him that 
we shall be blind and deaf to all but 
Him (Mark Ix, 8; Acts xxif, 11). The 
four places mentioned are easily sug- 
gestive of different stages of Christian 
experience, Gilgal reminding us of the 
reproach of Egypt rolled away, the 
past under the blood (Josh. v, 9, 10). 
Bethel tells of visions of God, minis- 
tering angels, ete.; Jericho was where 
the new captain appeared to Joshua, 
and the thirteenth round of the city 
brought down the walls. 

All this indicates progress in the 
divine life, but there Is always more 
for us to enjoy, and we will increas- 
ingly our if we 
whole heartedly follow on (Obad. xvil; 
Hos. vi, 3). 

To Plijah’s question, “Ask what T 
shall do for thee,” Elisha promptly re 
plied, “Let a double portion of thy 
spirit be upon me” (verse 9). When 
Elijah considered what he had passed 
through we do not wonder that he said 
to the man who wanted a double por- 
tion of his spirit, “Thou hast asked*‘a 
hard thing.” Few are filled with the 
spirit just for that reason. It is a hard 
thing—not hard for God to grant, but 
for us to be willing to receive, accord 
ing to Luke xly, 26, 27, 83. Many are 
called, but few are chosen, for the 
sume reason 

I have often tried to pleture these 
two men as they walked on together. 
We may not know whieh way Elijah

Course For Midshipmen at the 
Naval Academy and at Sea. 

Two midshipmen are appointed each 
year by every United States senator 
and congressman, two are credited to 
the District of Columbia, and five are 
hamed each year from the United 
States at large. All are generally 
chosen by competitive examination, 

The course for the midshipman ts 
tix years, four years at the academy 
and two years at sea, at the expira 
tion of which time the candidate ts 
required to take his examination for 
graduation, All midshipmen who pass 
these examinations are appointed to 
fill vacancies In the lower grade of the 
line of the navy. 

All candidates for admission to thu 
aeademy must be physically sound, 
well formed and of vigorous constitu- 
tion. No boy who is manifestly un- 
dersized will be admitted. The height 
of the candidate must not be less than 
five feet two inches between the ages 
of sixteen and elghteen and not less 
than five feet four inches between the 
nges of eighteen and twenty. The 
minimum weight of the candidate at 
kixteen must be 100, with an Increase 
of five pounds fow each additional year 
or fraction of a year more than one. 
half, 

No midshipman {s permitted to mar 
ry between the date of his graduation 
from the academy and his final grad 
uation for appointment in the Ilne 
without the consent of the secretary 
of the navy. The pay of the midship- 
man is $600 a year, beginning with the 
date of his admission to the academy.

“REAL BOSTON.” 

The meeting held last Monday 
evening in the vestry of, First 
church under the auspices of the 
Brotherhood Society of that 
church, of which Hon. George F. 
Bean is President, to discuss the 
plan of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce for creating a ‘Real 
Boston,” was quite largely attend- 
ed by prominent Woburn gentle- 
then. 

The principal speakers were 
Ex-Mayor C. Neal Barney of 
Lynn, and Ralph G. Wells, Secre- 
tary of the ‘*Real Boston” Com- 
mittee of the Chamber, both of 
whom are engaged in the inter- 
esta of ‘‘Greater Boston” and 
earnestly at work in endeavors to 
create one. 

The meeting was also intelli- 
gently addressed by the following 
Woburn citizens of standing: 
James Skinner, W. F. Davis, 
Fred J. Brown, aud Representa- 
tive J. Henry Parker, Jr. All of 
them expressed themselves in 
favor of Bosten’s scheme to in- 
crease its population from about 
700,000 to 1,500,000 nearly at a 
single bound; but none of them 
expressed a belief that they would 
live long enough to see the plans 
of the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merece fructify. 

The subject is an important one 
to the Hub and Suburbs, and the 
advocates of the project were well 
pleased with the meeting conduct- 
ed by the Brotherhood, which 
was presided over by Mr. Bean, 
although the Woburn City Gov- 
ernment declined, to a man, to 
accept a cordial and polite invita. 
tion from the President to attend 
it. 


INITIATIVE AND — 
REFERENDUM. 


The Maasachusetts Direct Legis- 
lation League, ef which Robert 
Treat Paine of Boston is Presi- 
dent, have had printed and are 
busy, distributing all over this 
State a pamphlet containing facts 
and arguments in support of a 
constitutional amendment to per- 
manently establish the Initiative 
and Referendum in Massachusetts 
and thus return to the hands of 
the people the political power and 
privileges that the politicians have 
robbed them of, and bring about 
the honest legislation of years 
ago. 

In a note accompanying a copy 
of the pamphlet Mr. James R. 
Carret, Secretary of the Lengue, 
conveys the following interesting 
information : 

‘‘The Initiative and Referendum 
have alreudy been adopted in nine 
states, including South Dakota, 
Oregon, Oklahoma, Montana, 
Maine, Missouri, and Colorado. 
Both great purties are pledged to 
the Initiutive and Referendum in 
Kansas, Nebraska, California, 
North Dakota, Wisconsin and II- 
linois. One or the other of the 
great parties and many members 
of both parties are supporting the 
Initiative and MReferendnm in 
seven other states, including Iowa 
Minnesota and Massachusetts.” 

Massachusetts is sure to have it 
in time, for the Old Buy State is 
never satisfled with anything 
short of the best there is going. 


AT LAST. 

Just a few hours prior to the 
not unwelcome demise of the last 
Congress, to wit, March 3, 1911, 
justice was grudgingly done to 
Captain Peary, U. S. N., Dis- 
coverer of the Northpole, by voting 
to retire him with the rank of 
Rear Admiral. 

A petition for honoring Captain 
Peary in the manner it has finally 
been done was received by Con- 
gress lust year, und the Committee 
to which it was referred voted to 
return a favorable report on it. 
The vote would have been unan- 
imous but for the course taken by 
Representative Roberts of Chelsea, 
this State, who has the reputation 
of being u friend and supporter of 
the notorious Dr. Cook, and a 
scant pattern for a Congressman 
at the best, who has opposed the 
adoption of the Committee's re- 
port from the day it was made to 
its adoption on March 2. 

Since his discovery of the 
Noithpole, after 23 years of the 
best part of his life spent in 
searching for it, as an Arctic Ex- 
plorer, Captain, now Rear Admi- 
ral, Peary, U. 5. N., retired, has 
received the highest honors from 
Scientific, Literary, Exploring, 
and other Societies which they 
were capable of bestowing all 
over the civilized world; and now 
comes the United States, his na- 
tive country, and, at the 11th hour, 
follows suit. 


A HARD BLOW. 

On a vote of the Massachusetts 
House to pass an Act over his 
veto, Foss, the Democratic Gov- 
ernor of this State, go a stunning 
hit. Not only was his veto of the 
bill badly beaten, but every Dem- 
ocrat in the House except two, 
voted against their Governor. It 
was the first ease of overriding a 
veto in the last six years.

THE CUCUMBER. 


One Way to Dress it and a Royal Way 
to Grow It. 

If ever an anthology of the foods of 
the earth cones to be written quite an 
entertaining chapter could be made out 
of the cucumber. And some of the ex- 
tracts would provide material for much 
mental exercise to decide whether they 
are humorous or serious. For exain- 
ple, what did the Greek poet menn 
when be said of a certain woman; 

She was to me 
More tender than a cucumber? 

Only one meaning would have been 
taken from that equivocal statement 
by that famous doctor who used to de 
clare that the only way to dress a cu 
cumber is to cut it into very thin 
slices, sprinkle it with the finest of oll, 
pepper it plentifully, cover it with vin 
egar—and then throw it out of the 
window! On the other hand, Thack- 
eray tells how he “had delicate cucum 
bers stuffed with forcement,” while 
Dickens refers to “salmon, lamb, peas, 
innocent young potatoes, a cool salad, 
siiced cucumber, a tender duckling— 
all there!" Both novelists were evi- 
dently men after the heart of the Em- 
peror Tiberius, who was never with- 
out cucumbers and had frames made 
upon wheels, by means of which the 
growing cucumbers could be moved 
about and exposed to the full heat of 
the sun, while in winter they were 
withdrawn and placed under the pro 
tection of frames glazed with mirror 
stone, 

Yet two or three centuries ago the 
vegetable was looked at suspiciously 
as cold and _ treacherous.—London 
Standard. 


FEAR OF LIGHTNING. 


It Is Hardly Justified by the Number 
of Deaths It Causes. 

Why are so many people, brave un- 
der all other circumstances, so deathly 
afraid of thunder and lightning? 

It is not because lightning is so dan- 
gerous, for it isn’t half so dangerous 
as going out of the house on an Icy 
morning, walking down the cellar 
stairs or a hundred other things we 
do every day without a thought of 
personal harm. More people are killed 
each year by falling building material, 
more die from fright, than are killed 
by lightning. The census bureau shows 
only 169 people killed by Hghtning In 
this entire country during a given 
year, and only thirty of these people 
were killed in the cities. Heat and 
the sun killed 763 during the same 
year, 203 died from cold and freezing 
and 4,395 were drowned. 

But you will find it quite a waste of 
time during n thunderstorm to try to 
ease the feurs of a person who is 
afraid by telling him or her that the 
chances of being killed by lightning 
are less than two in a million; they 
will remain just as frightened for all 
this mortuary knowledge. And after 
the storm has passed and nerves are 
steadied the woman who was 680 
frightened a few minutes before will 
Start getting supper on the gas stove, 
smiling through her tears that the 
danger has all passed and only laugh 
ing if you venture the remark that 
twice as many people are killed by gas 
stoves as by Ughtning.—Country Life 
In America. 


Learned His Own Value. 

A husband and wife combination in 
vaudeville, with the husband as the 
feeder and the wife as the real at- 
traction, worked for Lew Fields in 
one of his summer shows, The two 
were very popular and got much news- 
paper space; also they had $1,000 a 
week.

PUFFED THEIR OWN WARES. 


Authors In the Good Old Daya Throw 
Bouquets at Themselves. 

Authors In “the good old days” were 
not above writing their own puts 
Charles Rende wrote a long article on 
himself for Once a Week, In which he 
said: 

It Is Impossible to speak too highly of 
“The Cloister and the Hearth.” It ie one 
of the most sacholariike and learned as 
Vell as one of the most artistic and beau 
tiful works of fiction in any language 
Read him. Resign yourself to the marie 
fpell of his genius The effect of “Foul 
Play" is perfectly marvelous, It leaves 
the stories of every other sensational nov- 
el writer far behind 

Nor was Balzac in France above 
praising his own works. “If you have 
hot been born a story teller,” he wrote 
In a review, “you will never obtain 
the popularity of M. de Balzac. And 
whot a story teller! What verve and 
wit! How the world is dissected by 
this man! What passion and cool- 
ness!" 

But the height of literary nadvertis- 
ing in the first half of the last cen- 
tury was reached in the case of Bu- 
gene Sue's famous novel “The Wan- 
dering Jew.” Every little while the 
daily installment in the newspaper In 
which it was appearing would be miss- 
ing, and in its place would be an an- 
nouncement that M. Sue was suffering 
from a slight indisposition and read- 
ers would be obliged to walt forty- 
eight hours for new developments of 
the narrative. So well did these meth 
ods succeed, says Mr. ‘'Passin, that it 
was impossible to buy outright a copy 
of the journal, but instead copies were 
rented out at 10 sous for half an hour, 
the time thought necessary to rend the 
{nstallment. “And all the while Sue 
himself was industriously abetting the 
publishers by pcesing overdressed and 
with spurs to his boots at the Cafe de 
Paris in an attitude of deepest nab- 
straction, as if wondering what the 
next installment would be about.’— 
Bookman. 


NESTS OF SEAWEED. 


Floating Homes For Flying Fish In the 
Sargasso Sea. 

Sclence is beginning to know a good 
deal more than it formerly did about 
that strange “drowned meadow" in 
the Atlantic ocean southwest of the 
Azores which is called the Sargasso 
sen, 

It is, as is well understood, a vast 
accumulation of a kind of seaweed 
which, upheld at the surface of the 
water by innumerable little air vessels 
that act as floats, is continually re 
newed by the breaking up of its fronds 
and the growth of the broken parts. 
Many fishes have established thelr 
homes in it as well as numerous swim- 
ming crabs, small cuttlefish and quite 
a variety of other creatures. 

Most remarkable of all its inhabit- 
ants is the mouse fish, which has pec- 
toral fins developed in such a way as 
to resemble arms. By these it holds 
on to the fronds of the weed, a crea 
ture of solitary habits, highly carnivo- 
rous and always waiting for some 
prey to come within reach. It is a 
fish of very peculiar appearance, with 
ever so many queer looking appen- 
dages, and in color it {mitates closely 
the plant that affords it shelter, being 
green with white spots. 

The flying fishes that inhabit the 
floating meadow make ball-like nests 
out of fronds of the weed as big as 
two fists. Such balls are found float- 
ing and appear as if knit together 
with elastic threads. They are filled 
with eggs. Professor Louis Agassiz 
mistook them for nests of the mouse 
fish, but Dr. Theodore Gill, an emil- 
nent authority, has proved this to have 
been an error. Each one of these 
nests is composed of a single frond, 
which by commencing with the slen- 
derest outer branchlets and peeling 
them successively off can be spread 
out entire.—New York World. 


When Bijornson Died. 

Bjornson’s son, in describing the last 
hours of his father, writes: “Now and 
then the bright flame of his humor 
flickered up. The doctor felt bis pulse 
and said it was good. With his face 
beaming with humor he turned toward 
us and said, ‘Il am the first man to die 
with a good pulse.’

LONDON'S DIALECT. 


A Perfectly Recognizable Child of the 
Old Kentish Tongue. 

In a little book entitled “London's 
Dialect" Mr. Mackenzie Macbride chal 
lenges the view expressed by the edu 
ration department of the London 
tounty council that “there is no Lon 
fon dialect of reputable antecedents 
nnd origin,” and that “the cockney 
mode of speech Is a modern corrup- 
tion.” 

He points out that the London din- 
lect, especially on the south side of 
the Thatnes, Is a perfectly recognizable 
ehild of the old Kentish tongue, to} 
which we owe our earliest written lit- 
erature, “Thet" for “that,” “benk" for 
“bank,” “keb" for “cab,” are remnants 
of the old Kentish mode of pronuncia- 
tion. 


In the Kentish dialect “that’ was 
spelt “thet” as early as A. D, 825. The 
use of “1 for “a,” as in “lidy,”’ was 
common from the Trent to the Thames | 
in Elizabeth's time, and John Stow, 
writing in 1580, gives us “bylyffe" for | 
“bailiff.” The use of “au” for “a” in | 
such cockneyisms as “telegrauph” is | 
of very old origin, and “abaht" and 
“ahtside” are both warranted by an-| 
clent use, As for “kep"” and “slep” 
without the final “t,” they are really 
uncorrupted words, the “t"” being an 
intruder of late date. 


TORTURE BY WATER. 


The Third Degree In Sorcery Cases In 
Louis XIV.’s Time.

FAT AND FLOWERS. 


Extracting Their Dainty Perfumes 
From Odorous Blossoms. 

By a process known as enfleurage, 
which is the exposure of beef fat to 
fresh flowers in closed boxes until it 
is thoroughly permeated and charged 
with their odors, the perfumes of va 
rious flowers are obtained whieh could 
not otherwise be so effectually pre- 
served apart from the fresh petals 
Those flowers ure violet, jasmine, tube- 
rose, rose, orange flower and cuassic 
(cinnamon flowers). [rom 


those six | 
there are fifty or more combinations 
made for the simulation of the odors 
of other flowers. Sweet pea is made 
with orange flower and jasmine, hya 
cinth is counterfeited by Jasmine and 
tuberose and the lily of the valley by 
Violet and tuberose, 

The resources of the perfumer are, 
however, by no means confined to the 
pomades, as the scented fats are term 
ed. He uses many essential oils, the 
principal of which are sandalwood, 
bergamot, lemon, rosemary, neroli 
(made from bitter orange flowers), | 
patchoull and attar of roses. The lat 
ter, which is not now used so much as 
formerly, is very difficult to obtain tn 


a pure state, because its great cost 
tempts to dishonest adulteration. Very 
often geranium oll is substituted for 
it. Musk is another important ingredi 


ent, entering, as it does, into almost all 
perfumes except those that actually 
fre imitations of flower odors or, as 


styled by perfumers, “natural’—as, for 
instance, the  hellotrope, tuberose, | 
white rose and violet.—New York | 
Press.

Toxt of the Lesson, I! Kings iv, 25-37. 
Memory Verses, 32-35—Golden Text, 
Rom. vi, 23—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns, 


The power of the Lord God of Elijah 
Was first seen through Elisha in the 
dividing of the Jordan, the Lord doing 
for one man what He had Just done for 
two, and long before for a whole na- 
tion under Joshua, It is nothing with 
the Lord to help with many or few. 
The power of the Lord ts next seen tn 
the healing of the waters of Jericho, 
then In the chastening of the young 
men who mocked Elisha, telling him 
to go up Diisha had done; after 
that in the ditches filled with water, 
for the sake of Jehoshaphat, without 
either wind or rain, 


as 


In the beginning of our lesson chap 
ter we see the same power multiplying 
the widow's oil until every empty ves- 
sel was filled, all her need supplied and 
something over, 

Now we have in today's lesson the 
filling of a childless home with glad- 
hess by the gift of a no doubt longed 
for child and the restoration of a 
deeper joy by giving him back from 
the dead. 

A great woman of Shunem felt con- 
strained as she saw Elisha pass her 
house from time to time to ask him in 
to ent bread, and it became his habit 
to do this. Later she suggested to her 
husband that they provide him a room 
with a bed, a table, a stool and a can- 
dlestick, and he seems gratefully to 
have accepted their kindness. Then 
the question arose in his mind, How 


cain Tin any way recompense this lov- 
ing kindness? On inquiry he found 
that she needed no favor from any 


one, but at the reminder from Gehaazi 
that they had no children he asked the 
Lord for this favor for her, and, receiy- 
ing the assurance that it would be so, 
he communicated to her the fact, which 
she at first received very unbellevingly 
(verse 16), but as Elisha had assured 
her so It came to pass. 

We think of Sarah and her unbellev- 
ing laughter, and yet in her case it 
came to pass, for “Is anything too hard 
for the Lord?” (Gen. xvill, 9-14.) We 
look onward to Elizabeth and Zacha- 
rias and note the unbellef of the lat- 
ter (Luke 1, 18-20), and yet in their 
case it came to pass also. So we are 
taught to “Be not afrald, only believe” 
(Mark vy, 86), and rely on Jer. xxxili, 3. 

It may have been that the child be 
came too much of an idol—we do not 
know—but one day in the field with the 
reapers he complained of his head, was 
carried home and died on his mother’s 
knees at noon, She laid the little body 
on Elisha’s bed, shut the door, and 
without telling her husband why she 
made all possible speed to the man of 
God, who was then at Mount Carmel 
Seeing her afar off, he sent his servant 
Gehazi to inquire of her if It was well 
With her and her husband and the 
child, Her reply was, “It is well,” but 
she hurried on till she came to Elisha, 
and she held him by his feet, and with 


used to Elijah she clung to him until 
he arose and went with her (verse 30, 
with chapter fi, 2, 4, 6). 

Gehazi preceded them and laid the 
stafyY of Elisha upon the child, but 
there was no effect upon the child, no 


response, neither voice nor hearing. 
When Elisha came he went in and 
shut the door and prayed unto the 


Lord and then stretched himself upon 
the child, mouth to mouth, eyes to eyes, 
hands to hands, and the flesh of the 
ehild waxed warm. After walking to 
and fro in the house he again stretch- 
ed himself upon the child, and the 
child sneezed seven times and opened 
his eyes. The mother was called, and 
with gratitude that cannot be described 
she took up her son and went out. 

The next verses describe a deliver- 
ance from death that might have taken 
away many, and the chapter closes 
with a miraculous multiplication of 
bread—life given, life restored, life 
saved, life sustained, completing nine 
instances thus far of the power of God 
seen through Elisha. Elisha was to 
‘his woman 2 man of God, a holy man 
of God (verses 9, 16, 21, 22, 25, 27); not 
30 Gehazi. She saw something of God 
in Io Ile was to her in God's stead, 
Weare here In Christ's stead, and peo 
ple should see something of Him In us 
(II Cor, iv, 11; v, 20). Let the woman's 
pressing on to Elisha remind us that 
we must come to God Himself through 
Jesus Christ alone and not through any 
mortal man, 

Ordinances may be as useless as 
Elisha’s staff. It is life that ts need- 
td, though there may be life associated 
with ordinances in the hands of some, 
but not through such as Gehaazi, 

Compare the story of Elijah bringing 
i boy to life In I Kings, xvil, 19-22, and 
note the parallels of the prophet alone 
with the child, the child in the proph- 
et's bed, the prayer, stretching himself 
upon the child. May we earnestly 
vovet such lives of nearness to God as 
these men lived and be used of Him to 
bring life to many dead souls, There 
must be the “alone with God,” the be- 
llevingy prayer, the persistent walting 
upon God, the close personal touch of

In the forests of Quito there flows a 
kind of resin which fs called ‘‘cahuchu."

Ile further describes how the natives 
used it for making a speclal kind of 
syringe, and in April, 1745, when he 
had returned from his journey, he pre- 
sented a sample of “cahuchu" to the 
Acudemy of Sciences tn Paris, The 
French word for rubber—caoutchouc— 
is simply a corruption of this Indlan 


name 

La Condumine treated the product 
us a mere vegetable curiosity. It was 
I'resuenu, a French engineer, who first 


studied and utilized the substance. He 
embarked for Guiana with a model of 


the fruit and a sketeh of the leaf. He 
rowed along the rivers, offered the 


natives drink and music and when be 
had assured himself of their friendship 
by these und other gifts showed his 
patterns and asked them to indicate 
the plant. Tis efforts were finally suc- 
cessful, and he obtained enough rub- 
ber to make a pair of boots, which he 
presented M. de Maurepas, who 
went to court In them. The “electric 
milk,” as It was termed, thus made its 
first entry into the royal presence,—

FREAK SHADOWS. 


A Peculiar Phenomenon That Has a 
Simple Explanation.

In the crude oil producing regions in | 


California there are scores of large 
ponds of this material. After being 


pumped to the surface the petroleum 
is emptied into depressions in the 
earth, where it remains for a_ time. 
Later the crude oil is placed in buar- 
rels, in large metal cans or else in big 
reservoirs. These oil ponds are known 
us “sump holes,” 

There is one thing about 
these “sump hvles,”’ and that is in the 
way of producing what are known as 
“freak shadows.” ‘These are real 
shadows, but notwithstanding this fact 
they are decidedly “freaky.” If the 
sun is brightly shining and a per 
son stands for a few moments on the 
margin of the “sump hole” so that 
his shadow falls on the surface of the 
petroleum and he then quickly changes

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THEIR OBJECT. 


It was suspicioned by a portion 
of this comminity that the real 
object of Messra. Flower and 
Skelton of the Packing and Refrig- 
irating Company, a foreign corpor- 
ation, the proposed business of 
which is indicated by its name, 
was to induce Woburn men and 
women of means to buy stock and 
finance the enterprize. This was 
a mistake, for both gentlemen 
assured the meeting of the Busi- 
ness Men's Association last week 
that they wore not asking the 
public to buy their stock, but were 
there to ascertain, if possible, the 
sentiment of this city on an appli- 
cation for a renewal of the license 
received from the City Council a 
couple of years ago to build a 
plant and prosecute the business 
at East Woburn, for which the 
Glue Company site had been pur- 
chased. Also, to induce the pres- 
ent City Council to grant their 
petition for a renewal of the li- 
cense which was lost by limitation 
through no fault or negligence of 
the Company. 

From the incorporation of the 
enterprise there has been strong 
opposition to it in Woburn, Win- 
chester and Stoneham. It. still 
exists, and from it the fear of 
Measrs. Flower and Skelton arises, 
and to successfully meet and over- 
come it is their present mission. 

It is probable that the Woburn 
City Council will act on the peti- 
tion at their next regular session. 

As to the main question, there 
is room for many conflicting opin- 
ions. As an employer of labor 
and for taxes it would be a good 
thing. On the other hand, the 
business would have a strong ad- 
verse influence on real estate 
values all over the city, and pre- 
vent its growth in population. 
Many Woburn laborers would be 
materially benefitted by an estab- 
lishment of the Company at East 
Woburn; and many landowners 
would be injured. 


OPPOSED TO IT. 

One day last week the Newton 
Board of Aldermen voted unani- 
mously against the ‘‘Real Boston” 
project of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and that city will have 
nothing to do with it, A commit- 
tee appointed by the Board to 1n- 
vestigate the subject reported that 
success of the scheme would re- 
sult in no benefit to the cities and 
towns in the proposed ‘Greater 
Boston,” which, probably, ex- 
presed the sentiment of nearly, or 
quite all, of them included in it. 

Another objection to the scheme 
urged by the Newton city author- 
ities was that it had its origin in, 
and is being prosecuted solely by, 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
which, one would think, is a re- 
commendation and guaranty of its 
merits, rather than a reason for 
opposing it. 

“More light” on the subject 
may give an entirely different 
complexion to Suburban opinion 
and feeling coneerning it. This 
is being furnished by Secretary 
Wells of the ‘Real Boston” com- 
mittee by essays and addresses, 
and others interested in increasing 
Boston’s importance in the eyes of 
the business world.

It is believed and contond- 
ed by some Doctors of Medicine 
that milk has killed more typhoid 
fever patients than the disease it- 
self. This cannot be proved, of 
course, but it is conceded that 
milk produces a ‘‘torpid liver,” 
which is the primary cause of ty- 
phoid. The effect of the failure 
of that organ to do duty and per- 
form its natural functions on the 
patient ought to be clear to the 
physician.

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HAUNTS THE HORN 


The Phantom Ship That Shows 
Itself Near the Cape. 


IT IS REALLY A HUGE ROCK. 


But to Vessels Passing Through the 
Strait of Le Maire It Appears to Be 
a Bark Running Undor Short Sail. 
Other Rock Ship Formations. 


The “phantom ship’ seen fn the yi- 
cinity of Cape Horn ts, as bas been 
proved by the Investigation of various 
hydrographic bureaus, nothing more 
or less than a rock which under cer 
tain atmospheric conditions bears a 
deceptive resemblance to a ship, 

Very often vessels coming from EBu- 
rope to the west by way of Cape 
Iforn have been startled to see what 
appeared to be o derelict with the 
water washing over her deck. If the 
sillors were of an imaginative turn 
they would Invest the unknown ship 
with ghostly qualities and call her the 
Flying Dutchman or sometimes the 
“ghost ship” of Le Maitre, from the 
strait of that name, where she was 
usually seen, 

One of the stories which have been 
longest remembered is that of the Ill 
fated Crown of Italy, which sighted 
the supposed derelict and subsequently 
went ashore. The Crown of Italy was 
stinding close to the jagged black 
rocks at the entrance to the strait of 
Le Maire when she sighted what 
seemed to be a waterlogged bark 
drifting on the rocks of the strait. 
Many other ships rounding the Horn 
have seen a similar apparition, and the 
various hydrographic offices of the 
world have received many reports to 
that effect. 

Some years ago the Norwegian bark 
Servia got into Seattle with the tale 
of a phantom ship that almost exactly 
corresponded to that given by the 
Crown of Italy. The second officer of 
the Norwegian yessel declared that he 
had seen a derelict with sails set and 
decks awash drifting In through the 
strait. It was this report that led our 
sovernment officers to make public the 
declaration that the phantom ship was 
nothing but a combination of recks 
and shadows, 

The numerous reports of derelicts or 
ghost ships always appearing in the 
sime place led even the Argentine 
government to look into the matter. 
A tender was sent out from the near- 
by lighthouse with the object of mak- 
ing an investigation, and it was found 
that the apparition was due to a 
Strange freak of nature. Among the 
black jagged rocks that line both 
sides of the strait of Le Maire there 
is one in particular which, under cer- 
tnin atmospheric conditions, bears a 
deceptive likeness to a ship. The 
formation of the rocks and the shad- 
ows they cast combine to produce the 
effect of a bark running under short 
sail. 

The passage through the strait of 
Le Maim is not often made. Steamers 
shorten the route by going through 
the strait of Magellan, while sailing 
vessels usually prefer to be entirely on 
the safe side by going still farther 
south and rounding the Horn itself. 
Only under the most favorable condi- 
tions of weather do they slip through 
the strait of Le Maire on the outward 
trip, going toward the southwest, but 
never when bound for the north. For 
this reason many old sailors have 
never met the ghost ship or the rock 
ship. 

Those who have seen it give a mi- 
nute description of the rock and testify 
to its striking resemblance to a ship. 
It seems to be standing head on, point- 
ing to the south and low in the water. 
The sails are shortened as they would 
be in what sailors call half a gale. 
The whole formation is very dark, as 
if the hull were painted black and the 
sails weather beaten. It has three 
masts and {is higher on the fore than 
on the main. Upon coming on the side 
of the vessel the Ulusion vanishes and 
the whole thing resolves itself into a 
conglomeration of black rocks. The 
perpetual fog of these regions helps, 
of course, to befuddle the vision. 

The rock looking like a ship Is by no 
means a rare natural formation. Al- 
most every sailor has seen one in some 
part of the world. In the Clipperton 
islands there fs a great white rock 
looking like a three masted schooner 
leaning on the wind with her royals 
set aud the sun shining on her white 
sails.

The way In which the United States 
nssay office In Wail street keeps it 
self from becoming a “fence where 
thieves and crooks may bring their 
stolen wares to have them melted and 
receive cash for the same was recently 
explained by the superintendent. 

The federal statutes make it difficult 
for those in charge to refuse any gold 
or allver handed in. The statute reads 
in part that “any owner of gold and 
silver bullion shall be entitled to de- 
posit the same, and it shall be melted 
and assayed immediately.” It does 
not designate that only the rightful 
owner may apply for service, and inas- 
much as possession is nine points of the 
law of rightful ownership the ossayer 
{s not allowed to be a doubting Thom 
ns. 

“Several years ago,” said the super 
intendent, “there was a city detective 
stationed in the bullding to watch for 
jewelry and gold and silver pleces that 
were presented for assaying to deter 
mine whether or not they were stolen 
goods. He remained here for eighteen 
months, and during that time he did 
not catch a single thief. The reason 
was that the news undoubtedly went 
out to every ‘fence,’ crook and thief of 
every description in the city that a 
guard was at the assay office and to 
watch out for him, 

“After the city detective was with 
drawn it became more necessary to se- 
cure some other means to prevent our 
offices from really becoming a ‘fence’ 
for stolen articles. 

“The one provision we finally incor 
porated into our rules that has kept 
away from us the greatest portion of 
stolen goods that might otherwise be 
headed in our direction was that we re 
fused to accept any bullion that will 
assay less than $100. In this way we 
are able to refuse any ordinary quan 
tity of rings, watches and other trin 
kets that would be stolen and which 
we know will not contain pure metal 
to that amount. Of course sometimes 
we will accept stuff and it will turn 
out to be worth a few dollars under 
the amount, but we cannot always 
guess correctly when looking at goods 

“We have many other ways of deter- 
mining whether goods presented to us 
have been stolen, but it would not be 
wise to let every crook in town know 
what they are. Sufficient to say that 
every time we have suspected things 
were not right we have secured imme- 
diate co-operation of the New York de 
tective bureau, and I believe we have 
secured better results than when a 
man from the central office was con 
stantly on watch. Then the stuff did 
not appear. Since then we have been 
of assistance in tracing down several 
burglar mysteries, 

“When goods are stolen that value 
or would assay over $100 it is much 
easier for us to keep the lists of the 
same which are furnished by the po 
lice department and to be on the look 
out for what is wanted. 

“Then when the value of the articles 
Is over that amount we are in much 
safer position to put a few questions to 
our customer, to discover who he is 
and why he wants to get money for 
the articles. If we are still suspicious 
that all is not as it should be it 
simple matter to make a few investiga 
tions before we complete the transac 
tion. 

“Tam perfectly aware that the idea 
is prevalent in many quarters that the 
United States assay oflice is a ‘fence’ 
for thieves to bring their wares. This 
may have been the case in New York 
in the old days, and it may be so now 
in other places, but I feel that it is a 
pity that such feeling still exists in 
New York. It may be that there are 
cases where stolen articles get by us, 
but we are constantly on the lookout 
for crooks and what they have looted, 
and I feel safe in saying that there is 
less justice to the term ‘fence’ being 
applied to us now than at any other 
time in the history of the oflice.’"—New 
York World,

GRISTLE BREAD. 


A Favorite In Norway and In Parts of 
Germany. 

“What is gristie bread? Why, that,” 
said a baker, “is a kind of bread that 
is pecullur to Norway and to some 
parts of Germany. In Norway it has | 
been made for many years, and here 
there are bakeries in which it is made | 
for Norwegian patrons who still pre- 
fer it wherever they may be, 

“In making gristle bread the loaves 
when first formed up from the dough 
are laid on boards and put through 20 | 
extra heated oven in which there ts 
baked on them an outer crust or skin, 
the gristle. Then the loaves are turn 
ed over and put through the oven 
again, 80 thut the gristle may be baked 
all over them. This quick oven makes 
only that outer crust on the louves, 
which are then placed in another oven 
for their final complete baking. 

“Originally in Norway gristle bread 
was made of rye flour only. In this 
country there was a demand for a 
bandsomer and larger loaf, and wheat 
flour was mixed with the rye, as has 
now to some extent come to be the cus- 
tom in Norway also. Here the pro} 
portions now used are about half and 
half, the result being a bigger loaf of 
the same welght as one of all rye. 

“Gristle bread costs more than or- 
dinary bread because of the greater 
time and labor required in making it.” 
—New York Sun.

Old English Methods Wher the Mon- 
arch Waa Taken Siok, 

The Jaw raises peculiar safeguards 
round the person of the English poy- 
erelgn In case of sickness, They are 
mere survivals in the present settled 
order of government, but at one time 
the opportunity which the king's in- 
capacity afforded asptrants to the 
throne or treason makers to shorten 
his days at a minimum of risk of de- 
tection made the precautions reason- 
eble. 

“If the king be taken sick,” says 
Coke In hjs “Institutes,” “there ought 
to be a warrant issue from the privy 
council, addressed to certain” physl- 
cinns and surgeons, authorizing them 
to administer to the royal patient po- 
tlones, syrupos, laxitavas, medicinas, 
etc, Still, none of these should be giv- 
en except by consent and advice of 
the councll, and they ought to set 
down tn writing everything done and 
administered, and they should com- 
pound all drugs themselves and not in- 
trust thelr preparation to any apothe- 
cary.” 

Coke wrote thus of precedent in the 
year 1610, and today the law fs practl- 
eally as he found it, although at the 
present time in practice the privy coun. 
cll simply hears reports of the progress 
of the king's maady and leaves actual 
treatment entirely to the physicians in 
direct charge of the case.—Exchange.

Lesson XIl.—First Quarter, For 
March 19, 1911. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, | Kings xx, 12-21. 
Memory Verse, 13-—-Golden Text, 
Prov. xxxi, 4—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


When godly people seek the help of 
and rely on the ungodly it is not only 


a testimony against God on the part 


of those who bear His name, but it 
encourages the ungodly in thelr un- 
godliness, In If Chron, xvi we read 


that Asa, king of Judah, was rebuked 


by the Lord through Hanani the seer 
because he relied upon Benhadad, 
king of Syria. 


It may have been that this fellow- 
ship of Asa with him afterward en- 
couraged Benhadad to fll treat Ahab, 
king of Israel, as he did, first demand- 
ing of him his silver and his gold and 
his wives and children and = then 
threatening to send his servants to 
search the houses of the king and his 
servants and take away all thelr de- 
sirable things (verses 5, 6), Ahab 
seems to have borne the first demand 
with wondrous submission, but the 
second was too much, and Ahab by 
the advice of his elders so returned 
answer to Benhadad, This drew from 
hint a great threat, to which Ahab re- 
plied in these words: “Let not him 
that girdeth on his harness boast him- 
self as he that putteth it off” (verse 11). 

We cannot but be Impressed with 
the pains which God takes to win peo- 
ple to Him and to deliver them from 
the wrath to come, and we are amazed 
to see Him working even on behalf of 
such a one as Ahab. But it was all 
for His great namesake that Ahab 
might know Him as Jehovah (verses 
13, 28). Compare Job xxxill, 27-30, 
and remember always II Pet, ill, 9. 
What He has done for Israel in the 
past and will yet do for them In the 
future was and will be wholly for His 
name's sake that He may be known 


and trusted (Ezek. xxxvi, 22; xxxvil, 
28; xxxviil, 23; xxxix, 27-29). Even 


to this day He Is wont to show Him- 
self strong on behalf of very unworthy 
representatives if only He may be 
known through them as the living 
and true God, who loves to save and 
is not willing that any should perish. 
The great hindrance to His saving 
and blessing people and showing Him- 
self strong on their behalf ts their un- 
willingness and unbellef. How often 
He has had to say: “And ye would 
not” (Isa xxvill, 12; xxx, 15; Matt. 
xxili, 37; John y, 40). “My people 
would not hearken to My voice, and 
Israel would none of Me.” “They be- 


lieved not In God and trusted not in 
His salvation” (Ps. xxxi, 11; lxxvill, 
99) 


Ahab’s record 1s, “There was none 
like unto Ahab, who did sell himself 
to work wickedness In the sight of the 
Lord” (chapters xxi, xxv). The only good 
thing written of him {ts his penitence, 
which caused the Lord to delay judg- 
ment on him (xxl, 27-29). And yet in 
this lesson the Lord gave the Syrians 
Into his hand twice, though his people 
were but few and the Syrians a great 
host. He even caused a wall to fall 
upon 27,000 of the Syrians. Such a 
manifestation of the power of God on 
behalf of such as Abab {is most un- 
usual. We must think not of Ahab, 
but of Israel as the people of God, 
though in rebellion against Him, con- 
cerning whom He said: “How shall I 
give thee up, Ephraim? How shall I 


deliver thee, Israel?’ (Hos. xi, 8.) 
“O Israel, thou hast destroyed thy- 
self, but in me ts thine help!" “O 


Israel, return unto the Lord thy God!" 
(Hos. xiii, 9; xiv, 1.) 

As to the Syrians, who were at this 
time overthrown, it Is plain that 
drunkenness was one of the sins of 
thelr leaders, for Benhadad and his 
thirty-two royal comrades were drink- 
ing themselves drunken (verses x{l, 16) 
even while they were boasting against 
the God of Israel, It was not sinful 
Israel that they were talking against, 
but the wonder working God of Israel, 


who counts all that is done to His 
people, however unworthy they may 
be, as done to Himself (Zech. fl, 8). | 


After the first defeat of the Syrians 
they said that the God of Israel was 
a God of the hills, but not of the val- 
leys, and for this they suffered their 
second defeat, though the children of 


Israel were like two little flocks of 
kids, while the Syrians filled the coun- 
try (verses 23, 27). The Lord loves 


to show Hlmself strong on behalf of 
all who trust In Him (II Chron, xvi, 9.) 

But proud, haughty, self sufticient 
people will always be overthrown 
There is nothing that develops the self 
in man like wine or strong drink, and 
self or the carnal mind {s that part 
of us that Is tncorrigibly bad and can 
never be Improved (Rom, vill, 7). As 


to the way In which wine or strong 
drink works—and some instances of 
it in the Seriptures—the cases of 
Noah, David and Uriah, Nabal, Elah 
and others might be studled with prof- 
it (Gen, Ix, 20, 21; II Sam. xi, 13; I 
Sam, xxv, 36; I Kings xvi, 9). The 


record stands that drunkards shall not 
Inherit the kingdom of God. 

And even such guilty have 
been und may still be saved Then 
there 1s that staggering and drunken- 
ness of upbellef always to be consid- 
ered In which nelther wine nor strong 
drink is at all In evidence (Isa xxix, 
9-13). Sinners of all grades and kinds 
are all about us, whom God Is ready 
to and we do well to consider 
whether while we are busy here and 
there they get beyond our reach 
(verse 40),

THE RIDDLE OF THE FIREFLY. 


So Far It Has Baffled Science, but 
When It Is Solved, as It Eventually 
Will Be, We Shall Have Light With- 
out Heat and the Perfect Lamp. 


The scientist set down a amall black 
box and impatiently pushed aside the 
powerful microscope and the delicate 
bolometer, “It is most discouraging,” 
he muttered, “to bave such a treasure 
before one’s eyes and still be unable 
lo grasp it.” 

1 looked in the little box, surprised 
to {ind nothing but a few brilliant fire 
flies. The scientist began to explain. 

“In that box is the most efficient f- 
Inminunt known to man. The radiant 
output from one of those insects cor- 


| responds to nearly fifty watts a can- 
| dle, while our very best artificial illu- 


minant, the flaming arc lamp, gives 
two or three watts to the candle, 
The light from those insects, as re- 
corded by the bolometer, radiates little 
if uny heat, while the very best incan- 
descent lainps waste more than 90 per 
cent of the electrical energy in useless 
heut If | could read this secret of 


| the Insect world and make a lamp aft- 
| er Its pattern | could produce 884 can- 


die power from the same current that 
gives sixteen candle power today. Some 
day the secret will be read.” 

The of all ight (except the 
light from firefifes and their kin) ts a 
substunee rulsed to a temperature suf- 
ficient to up waves in the sur- 
rounding ether, which, when falling 
upon the eye, produce the sensation 
we know as light. Light waves vary 
in length between one thirty-three- 
thousand-four-hundredth and one six- 
ty-five-thousandth of an inch, the first 
being extreme red and the second ex- 
treme violet. tays of white light 
have a length of one forty-five-thou- 
sandth of nn inch. The sun is a great 
mass of white hot matter. It is the at- 
Inosphere that enables us to see Nght, 
and outside of our atmosphere it ts ab- 
solute darkness, as dark as the interior 
of Mammoth cave. In an are lamp it 
is the white hot particles of carbon

floating between the two electrodes 
that produce light. In the incandes- 


cent lamp it is the hairpin filament in- 
side the glass globe that, when heated 
by electricity, gives off light waves. 
In gas and oll lamps light is produced 
by the heated particles of carbon in the 
flaines above the wick or mantle, 

The eye can stand without tiring a 
brilliance of about five candle power 
to the square inch of surface. The or- 
dinary candle flame gives only two or 
three candle power to the square inch, 
while the suu at genith gives 600,000. 
The are light ranks next to sunlight, 
With 10,000 candle power an inch, and 
the best tungsten filament incandes- 
cents give 1,000 candle power. This 
means that if the sun could be chang- 
ed into a ball of tungsten it would 
throw off only 1,000 candle power of 
light from every square inch of its 
surface, when the world would be 
practically dark and we should freeze 
to death in a week, 

The prism shows that white light is 
composed of a happy blend of all col- 
ors of the spectrum. The sun gives 
the only pure white light, with the are

By the laws of evolution the human 
eye hus accustomed to sun 
light, or light, coming obliquely 
from above, and our eyes resent light 
coming from any other source.

The upper eyelid ts adapted to 
shade the from a strong light 
from above. The lower Hd cannot per- 
form this office, so when a strong light 
Is retiected up into the eyes it blinds 
us. 

The X ray has proved beyend doubt 
that there are light rays which move 
foo fast for buman eyes to register. 
This light penetrates books, wood, pa- 
per and even human flesh, With the 
fluoroscope to ussist our eyes we can 
See (he bones in our arm without both- 
ering to remove cont or shirt. But a 
man with X ray eyes would be sadly 
handicapped in this world, for he 
could see nothing but solids, such as 
earths and metals, and would be un- 
uble to see a board fence at all. Be- 
yond doubt there is light so bright 
that the eyes cannot see it, and to us 
all is darkness beyond what our eyes 
Will register 

Light rays themselves are invisible. 
When they move through the ether 
alone our eyes cannot see them, conse- 
quently all is total darkness. But 
When they meet with the resistance of 
our atmosphere, producing heat, they 
register on the retina and—behold, we 
ean As the atmosphere thins 
rapidly as we go upward, so in pro- 
portion the air resistance diminishes, 
and consequently the heat of the sun 
Bees to grow This explains 
why the tops of bigh mountains are 
always covered with snow, 

Many wonderful discoverles have 
been recorded in the tuminating fleld 
of late, and it is safe to say that this 
branch of selence affords one of the 
greatest felds for research and tnven- 
tion, Each year our artificlal tlumi- 
nants are improved, but they are far 
Not until the se 
eret of the frefly is read and light ts 
produced without beat will our even-

ELECTRIC FOGHORNS. 


Which May Be Blown Without Effors 
by Pressing a Push Button, 

The thne tonored foghorn and still 
the one in tuost common use on miyri 
ads of smaller boats is of the sort that 
you raise to your lips and blow. Tol 
erably bard work blowing a fogborn. 

Bigger foxborns for larger bouts are 
set in a box, the box contjiining a bel | 
tows by which the born tt blown, At 
tached to the bellows no outside 
lever by means of which the bellows 
is operated by hand, <A lot of noise 
this foghorn makes, to be beard for a 
considerable distance. 

There are now made, used on muny 
power bouts and yachts, electric fog 
horns the operating of which calls for 
the exercise of neither lung nor hand 
power. In these horns there Is st 
tached, inciosed at the smaller end, a 
metallic diaphragm to which is con 
nected an electric coll which when 
electricity ts turned Into it vibrates the 
diaphragm and sounds the horn: Elec 
tricity is supplied from a storage bat- 
tery or from current generated on the 
boat if it is electrically equipped. To 
blow an electric foghorn you simply 
press a button.—New York Sun.

That done, I 
is made up into paper without any pre 


liminary removal of the gum or oth 
er deleterious ingredients.

KNIFING AN ERMINE. 
Cold Trick That Traps the Shy Little 
Fur Prize, 

You are doubtless aware that the 
ermine of which your muff is made 
has been the emblem of royalty almost 
since royalty began, in Russia, until 
very recent years, its use being for- 
bidden to those not of noble birth, But 
I wonder if you are likewise aware 
that it is brother, or at least first 
cousin, to the weasel. Brmine, as a 
matter of faet, is nothing more than 
the weasel or common stoat tn Its 
northern cont, for, Uke other arctic 
and subarctic animals, the weasel turns 
White in winter In order that it may be 
as inconspicuous as possible in its en- 
vironment of ice and snow. Yet so 
abnormally keen of sight are the SI- 
berian trappers that they can distin- 
guish at almost incredible distances 
the little black tip of the ermine's 
tall ns it whisks across the dazziing 
plains. 

It is very shy, Is the ermine, and 
special snares must be devised by the 
trapper to avoid injuring the delicate 
skin. Even the smallest of the steel 
traps are too heavy for such tiny ant- 
mals as these, and here it is that the 
trapper’s fertility of resource {s most 
strikingly displayed. Smearing a little 
frease on his hunting knife, he lays it 
across the succession of dots and 
dashes which show that an ermine has 
passed that way Along comes the 
tiny white form on its erratic course 
again. The grease appeals to It, and 
It begins to lick the knife blade, 
which in those far northern lands, 
where the mercury drops to 20, 30, 40 
degrees below zero, Is Inconcelvably 
cold. Did you never ns a child on a 
Winter's morning put your tongue to 
some plece of metal only to find that 
{t did not easily come away? So It ts 
then, with the ermine, whose tiny red 
tongue is instantly frozen to the steel 
as though with glue. The knife being 
too heavy for the Httle animal to 
carry off, {t can only wait until the 
trapper comes upon his rounds, and 
you, my lady, have a muff of snowy 
unmarred skins.—B. A. Powell, F. R.

obliged to give their address, 

This Street of the Bad Boys was, it 
appears, so named in the sixteenth 
century because of the noisy character 
of its Inhabitants. But now it needs 
no such designation, those who’ reside 
there being for the most part peaceful 
and respectable citizens, 

Among the pecullar street names in 
Paris may be mentioned the Street of 
the Little Windows, the Street of the 
Mule's Foot, the Street of the Holy 
Fathers, the Street of the Daughters 
of Calvary, the Street of the Dry Tree, 
the Street of the Empty Pocket and 
the Boulevard of the Good News.—

THE CURIOUS TADPOLE. 


Maybe He Turns Into a Frog and Thea

If a tadpole cannot get to the top of 
the water when it is at the time of life 
when it is breathing by means of its 
gills, like a fish, it will not become a 
frog.

The tadpole's mouth is so tiny that 
it would be dificult to Insert a pin 
hend Into it, yet it has horny jaws and 
fA sharp, biting beak, with three rows 
of teeth on the upper jaw. A> hood 
grows down and incloses the gills on 
the right side, leaving them open like 
fi spout on the left side 

At this stage of its transformation 
the tadpole breathes like a fish, taking 
water through the gills into the mouth 
and spouting it out on the left side 
Its tall is what the tadpole feeds on 
by absorption of the white corpuscles 
of the blood during the molting and 
mouthing epoch in its life, when It is 
fasting. When it is ready to eat again 
the tall and the horny beak are gone, 
the wide mouth of the mature frog 
having taken the place of the latter 

There are forty species of frogs, only 
one of which is in South America 
Australia has no frogs. Of all those

forty species only one is edible—the 
Rana esculenta—and nowhere is this 
one more plentiful than in America 
although that eminent naturalist St 


George Mivart declares that the edible 
frog is unknown In America.

THE ART IN ANCIENT EGYPT. 


Records Show That the Early Athletes 
Were Masters of Over Four Hundred 
Different Holds—Many of tlhe Old 
Grips Are Used In the Modern Game. 


The strenuous wrestling game is as 
old as the bills. In the days when 
men lived in caves, clothed themselves 
witb fig leaves in summer and girded 
their loins and limbs with skins of fur 
fn winter wrestling was part of their 
mode of fighting. That the change in 
the mode of life during the long circle 
of years to the present day has not 
injured the art, that it exists practical- 
ly as it was in the dim, uncertain 
ages of the past, softened and mel- 
lowed perhaps in some of the rude 
essentinis, is made manifest by the 
records which have stood all these 
years, mocking the attempts of Father 
Time to efface them, 

In the temple tombs of Beni Hasan, 
located near the banks of the Nile, 
hewn in stone, wrestlers are depicted 
in various positions, exemplifying all 
the holds and falls that the modern 
exponents of wrestling now use in 
their bouts. In tombs Nos. 16 and 17 
the figures of the wrestlers represent 
nearly 450 positions. It would seem 
from this that the Egyptians were 
masters of the art of wrestling and 
that the present day athlete scarcely 
deviates from the methods employed 
by men in this sport when the earth 
was young and Egypt was the head, 
legs and torso of civilization. 

lt was from the Egyptians that the 
Greeks obtained their knowledge of 
wrestling. The figures In the Bent 
Hasan tombs prove this, The Greeks 
were the greatest fighters of those 
days, and it was but natural that they 
adopted sports as a means to develop 
their physical condition; hence it was 
that at their games held at Olympla 
and elsewhere at stated intervals 
wrestling was part of the program, 
At these games the champions of the 
friendly nations met in rivalry. There 
was great glory attached to a victory. 
The successful competitor was treated 
like a hero, His return to his native 
land and his entry into his home city 
were made an occasion for a trium- 
phant processton. He was the hero of 
the day, of the hour. 

The Olympic games—their revival 
dates from 776 B, C.—were held every 
four years at Olympia, in Bilis, They 
were started as a religious festival in 
honor of Jupiter, but the games, like 
the play, soon became the thing, and 
the people lost sight of the solemnity 
and sanctity of the meetings and as- 
sembled there just to see the sport. 

It was in the elghteenth Olympiad, 
107 B. C, that the first record of wres- 
tling was established. Durabatos, a 
Spartan, was the victor. He carried 
off the prize, a crown of wild olive 
made from a tree which stood within 
the inclosure at Olympia, 

It will be seen from this that wres- 
tling is one of the oldest sports, pas- 
times, means of attack or defense, call 
it what you will, known in the history 
of man. From the dawn of literature 
there are records of wrestling bouts. 
To Homer we owe that glittering, 
glowing description of the encounter 
between Ajax and Ulysses. He im- 
mortalized Ajax, who was the incar. 
nation of strength, the physical power 
in man, and Ulysses, the crafty, the 
champion of every art and wile. Ho- 
mer before he was stricken blind wit- 
nessed many great wrestling bouts in 
the Greek cities. In his “Iliad” he 
graphically describes the wrestling 
bout between Ulysses and Ajax. { 

Nor is that all. In the convulsions 
of strife which followed among the 
fighting warriors, down through many 
chaotic changes out of which empires 
rose and fell along the path of time, 
in periods dull, creaking, rude and 
gross down to the present decade, 
wrestling was known, understood and 
played its part. That Shakespeare in 
his day realized its popularity and 
made use of it is evident in that scene 
between Orlando and the duke’s wres- 
tler in “As You Like It." Although 
the play was supposed to take place in 
France, the wrestling in this scene is a 
reproduction of that practiced in Eng- 
land at that time. 

In the long time that wrestling has 
held sway there have been many styles 
—cntch-as-cateb-can, Greco-Roman, col 
lar and elbow, recumbent and upright. 
Terminology of wrestling terms its 
meager. The names in many in 
stances were purely local—as, for in 
stance, Cumberland and Westmore- 
land, which in this country 1s called 
back wrestling. Collar and elbow 
wrestling originated in the counties of 
Cornwall and Devon, England, and 
Btill is practiced there. 

Tbe catch-as-catch-can and Greco- 
Roman styles are now the only ones 
used in championship matches. The 
former is all that its name implies. 
A wrestler may catch his adversary 
on any part of the body, neck, head or 
limbs. In the latter style the hold is 
restricted to that part of the body 
above the waist line.

SWISS VIGILANCE. 


Effective Supervision Over All 
cigners In the Country. 

In proportion to her population 
Switzerland gives asylum to more for- 
eign anarchists nnd revolutionists than 
any country in Europe. If they re- 
spect the law they may remain in this 
country as long as they wish. The 
Swiss have a very effective method of 
supervising the foreigner, be he an- 
archist or banker, 

Every foreigner arriving in Switzer- 
land must procure from the town hall 
a permis de cejour within eight days 
of his arrival, under penalty of a fine, 
or, in serious cases, of expulsion from 
the country. In order to obtain this 
permission his papers must be in order 
—that is to say, he must take his 
passport to his consular representative 
{in Switzerland and have it signed by 
the latter. By this simple method the 
{dentity of the foreigner is established, 
and in return for his papers, which 
are docketed in the town hall, he re- 
celves a permis de cejour for a period 
lasting from u few days to a year— 
the maximum duration—when it must 
be renewed. This rule 1s so strict that 
even Swiss citizens of other cantons 
are classed us “foreigners,” and must 
take out their permission to reside in 
another canton. 

An exception is made in favor of 
visitors staying at the principal hotels 
and pensions, who are nominally al- 
lowed two months’ stay (instead of 
eight days) in Switzerland before they 
ure expected to legalize their papers, 
but this law 1s not strictly enforced, 
as the hotel proprietor supplies the po- 
lice with a list of his guests at fre 
quent periods.—Washington Star,

THE COTTON INDUSTRY. 


Alexander Hamilton Foresaw Its Im- 
portance In This Country. 
There exists in the archives of one 
of the oldest among the cotton spin- 
ning families in northern New Jersey 
nh long letter from a banker of New 
York addressed to Alexander Hamilton 
when he was secretary of the treasury. 
The banker had heard that Hamilton 
purposed to build a cotton mill at Pat- 
erson, N. J. This project the banker 
condemned and stated that it was the 
opinion of all the merchants in New 
York whom he knew that not tn a hun- 
dred years would the cotton milling 
business in the United States employ 

200, 

Hamilton went ahead and planned 
the industrial town be named Paterson 
and also planned and tinanced a com- 
pany for developing a water power and 
for financing corporations thereat. 
Hamilton's original company, known 
as the Society For Useful Manufac- 
tures, exists to this day at Paterson. 

The agent whom Hamilton sent to 
England to buy cotton mill machinery 
was instructed to bave it “knocked 
down” and placed in small boxes that 
were to be marked “Bibles For the 
Moravians of Pennsylvania.” It was 
at that time against the laws of Eng- 
lund to ship any kind of industrial ma- 
chinery out of the kingdom. Hamil- 
ton's brother and two of his agents 
Were caught trying to ship the cotton 
mill machinery to Paterson, and they 
were imprisoned for ten months.—Cot- 
ton,

Have you never wondered on some 
terribly cold winter day, when the 
falling temperature had long since 
passed the zero mark, if it could pos- 
sibly be any colder anywhere, and then, 
when summer comes and the mercury 
is apparently never going to stop 
climbing, you cannot imagine how any 
thing could be hotter or more uncom- 
fortable? 

Fortunately we live in a world where 
the temperature seldom exceeds the 
limits of, say, 50 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit and 110) above. This 
seems a tremendous range of tempera- 
ture, but it is only trivial compared 
with that found on every side In na- 
ture or in the laboratory. Why, this 
160 degrees is less than the range 
through which a dish of cold water ts 
heated when you place it on the stove 
to boil. 

A moment's thought of some of these 
higher and lower temperatures is well 
worth while, Liquid air at 812 de- 
grees below zero is cold, but liquid 
hydrogen at 421 is still colder, while 
liquid helium at 451 below zero is the 
coldest thing we know of. Going the 
other way, lead melts at 620 degrees 
above zero Fahrenheit, while gold 
remains solid up to a bright red heat, 
or 1,046 degrees. A good furnace fire 
may get several hundred degrees hot- 
ter than this. Platinum, one of the 
most refractory of metals, melts only 
when intensely white hot at a tem- 
perature of 8,230, but even this is 100 
degrees or so less than the tempera- 
ture of the flame on your gas stove. 

The hotter a body is the more light 
it gives, so the tungsten lamp filament, 
which runs at about 4,500 degrees, 
gives a brighter and whiter light than 
the carbon filament at 3,500, The elec- 
tric are gives still more light for a 
given amount of current consumed 
tind generates a temperature not far 
from 7,200 degrees Fahrenheit. This is 
the highest temperature we can pro- 
duce artificially, No metal known can 
stand this terrible heat, and even most 
refractory substances, such as carbon, 
are volatilized by it. 

But, while the are is indeed hot, it {s 
by no means the highest temperature 
to be found in nature. There are the 
best of reasons for believing that the 
temperature of the sun is some 12,000 
degrees or more, and it is probable 
that some of the stars are still hotter. 
This great heat explains the almost 
unbellevable fact, found by Langley, 
that sunlight is 5,000 times brighter 
than the dazzling stream of molten 
metal from a Bessemer converter.— 
New York Tribune.

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WHY THE WIND BLOWS. 


The Basic Principle, the Tendency of 
Hot Airs to Rise. 

The wind, like other things of every 
day life, rarely invites notice unless It 
is unusually “high,” and rarely do we 
hear the questions, “Why does the 
wind blow?” “Why doesn't the wind 
blow?” 

What is this wind that rushes “out 
of the nowhere into the here?” Why 
should it blow at all, or why some 
times so gently and at other times 
with the resistiess force of the hurri- 
cane? 

The wind could have no power, it 
could not even exist, if the alr had no 
weight, this weight having been shown 
to be about thirty-one grains for each 
hundred cubic inches of air. When air 
is put in motion the effect is like that 
obtained by throwing a ball against an 
object. The harder you throw the ball 
the harder it will strike, and the grent 
er the number of balls thrown at one 
time the greater will be the force of 
the blow. When the wind is blowing 
It strikes what it blows against, and 
the harder it blows (that is, the greater 
the speed of the air) the harder it will 
strike against the resisting object. 

What causes the wind to blow or 
why the air should be in motion Is not 
easy to explain. Simply stated, it is 
caused by the tendency of hot air to 
rise and thus to form a partial vacuum 
{into which the cooler surrounding air 
rushes, in much the same way as 
water will rush downward to seek its 
level, If the earth were smooth, If it 
did not rotate and if there were no 
sun the alr would be motionless, When 
the sun shines on a wide space of the 
earth the alr of that region becomes 
heated, this great volume of warm air 
rises and the cooler, heavier surround- 
ing air flows in to take its place. As 
the earth rotates there tends to be 
formed a ring of heated and rising air 
with currents inflowing at the bottom 
and at both sides. This is the cond}- 
tion that prevails near the equator find 
causes the trade winds that blow so 
steadily. The rotation of the earth 
causes the wind south of the equator 
to flow toward the northwest and that 
north of this line to flow toward the 
southwest.—St. Nicholas.

*. DUST IN THE AIR. | 


itm Influence Upon the Sun’s Heat In 
the Atmosphere. 

When the air is very thick and hazy 
lt may contain floating dust particles 
to the number of from 10,000 to 20,000 
In every cubie centimeter, while a cu- | 
bic centimeter of very clear air may 
contain only from a dozen to a few | 
hundred particles 

An English observer's data indicate 
that there is a relation between the 
tuantity of dust and the temperature 
of the alr. A great amount of dust, it is 
thought, increases the temperature ip 
the duytime and checks the fall of tem- 
perature at night. 

The reason is that the presence of | 
dust serves us an obstruction to the 
free radiation of heat through the air 
The sunbeams pass through very pure, 
clear air without lending much heat to | 
it, and at night the heat received by 
the ground during the day readily es- | 
capes through the same air, but if the 
atmosphere is heavily laden with dust 
the sun's rays are partly arrested by 
the particles which, becoming heated, | 
In turn warm the air, and in like man- 
ner heat radiated from the earth at 
night is retained ip the hazy layers of 
air in contact with its surface. 

Without its atmosphere, which serves 
as a coverlet to protect it against the | 
fearful cold of space, the surface of 
the earth would be frozen like that of | 
the alrless moon. But the data gath- 
ered by reliable observers show that 
the atmospheric blanket wrapped 
around our planet varies in its power 
to retain heat in proportion to the 
mmount of dust particles it contains.— 
Harper's Weekly. 


DEATH BY DROWNING. 


Sinking and Rising Depend on 
Water In the Lungs. 

A group of old salts at Sailor’s Snug | 
Harbor were discussing the popular 
bellef that a drowning person must | 
come to the surface of the water three 
times before be can possibly drown. 

“Well,” said Captain Tom Morgan, 
“there Is little ground for that suppo- 
sition. The truth jis, a drowning per 
son may sink the first time, never to 
rise aguin, or be may, as in the ma 
jority of cases, rise three times before 
he sinks forever, 

“It all depends on the quantity of 
water that he swallows when he sinks 
and the size of his lungs. ‘The human 
body in life naturally floats while the 
lungs are Inflated. So long as one 
keeps his head above the water ne can 
float with very little effort. 

“But as soon as the person sinks he 
gulps down a lot of water, if after 
be has swallowed this water he has 
any alr left in his lungs he will un 
doubtedly rise again and will continue 
to sink and rise until all the alr bas 
been worked out of bis lungs. | 

“In most cases the frightened victim 
swallows enough water when he sinks 
the first time to leave him exhausted, 
but as there Is still alr left in the lungs 
he soon finds himself on the surface 
again. Each time he sinks, however, 
the supply of air in his lungs grows

left to support him, when he will 
drown.”

GIBRALTAR. 


The “Key of the Mediterranean” Has 
Had a Stormy History. 
england has been in possession of 
the rocky promontory of Gibraltar 
since 1704. From that time to this it 
has been a crown colouy under the ad- 
ministration of a governor. By reason 
of its important strategical position it 
is called the “key of the Mediterra- 

nean,.” 

Gibraltar bas had a stormy history. 
In 711 the rock wus taken by the Arab 
| chief Tarik, who called it Jebel-al- 
| Tarik (Lill of Tarik) and built a for- 
tress on the promontory. Part of these 
} ruins are still extant. In 1309 it was 
} tuken by the Castillans, only to be re- 
captured by the Moors in 1333. It was 
held by them until 1462, Following the 
taking and sacking of Gibraltar in 
1540 by Barbarosso, extensive military 


awl ie 


works were built there by order of 
Charles V. 
| In 1704 the promontory was cap- 


tured by a combined force under Sir 
| George Rooke and the Prince of Hesse- 
Darmstadt, fighting for the Archduke 
Charles of Austria. The moment it fell 
into their hands the British admiral 
threw off the alliance with the Aus- 
(rians and took complete possession of 
the works, 

British since that time 
has been unbroken, although it was 
under a Spanish siege for nearly three 
years and eight months, beginning in 
1779. Twice the gurrison was on the 
point of falling because of the starva- 
tion of its defenders,

At the time Dewey captured the 
Philippine Islands there was only one 
lighthouse In operation in the Philip- 
pine waters—that on Cape Melville, 
Balabac island, south of the island of 
|} Palawan and marking the entrance be- 

tween the China sea and the Sulu sea. 
| As is the custom in time of war, the 
Spanish authorities had ordered all 
lighthouses to have their lights extin- 
guished when !t was discovered that 
un uttack on Manila was threatened 
by the American navy. It appears that 
this order was carried out at all other 
| places except at the lighthouse men- 
tioned above, where the order was 
never received. The keeper of this 
Nght kept his light burning up to June 
30, 1509, without assistance, and was 
paid for bis services from May 1, 1899, 
to that date by the Philippine govern- 
ment.—Philippines Monthly.

THE GAS HEARING. 


For a considerable number of 
years consumers in this city have 
thought they were paying too 
high a price ($1.40 per m, feet) 
for gas and that the rich Monks 


sign, however, he may notaucceed. 
There is strong opposition to it 
both in the United States and Can- 
ada, and its fate in the oxtra 
session is by no meane certain. 
As would naturally be expected 
the farmers of the West, the 


family of Boston, who are the 
owners, or nearly eo, of the Wo- 
burn Gaslight Company, are get- 
ting more money from the busi- 
ness than they are fairly entitled 
to. 

The patrons of the Company 
demanded ‘‘dollar gas,” and 
measures were undertaken to se- 
cure it. The JournaL has con- 
tended all the time that $1 for a 
thousand feet of gas was high 
enough, and as much as Woburn 
ought to pay for it. 

But although the price of gas in 


this city is a proper subject of 


complaint, it was not allof it. It 
has boen a rule of the Company 
not to extend their service much 
beyond the business section of the 
town, and applications for it 
have been almost universally 
turned down. 
the people were obliged to keep 
on with their kerosene, until the 
Edison BE, I. Co. of Boston came 
to their relief, or partially so. To 
extend the gas service into the 
sparsely populated parts of the 
city would raean a cutting down 
of profits and smaller  inter- 
est for the stockholders, which 
couldn’t be thought of for a mo- 
ment. So, there was no gas for 
the outsiders. 

A short time ago the Woburn 
Business Men’s Association, a live, 
wideawake organization, of which 
Mr. Samuel Highley is President 
and Mr. Leon L. Dorr, Secretary, 
took the matter up with a view of 
improving the gas situation by 
getting justice done by the Com- 
pany. An appeal was made to 
the present Legislature for relief ; 
but that course was abandoned, 
and a petition sent to the State 
Gas and Electric Light Commis- 
sion for the same purpose. 

On this petition a hearing was 
held by the Commission in Post 
338, G. A. R. Hall, this city, on 
Monday, March 27, instant, at 
which many leading citizens gave 
testimony nearly all of whom tes- 
tified in favor of the petition. 

The petitioners employed Hon. 
John P. Feeney, a_ prominent 
Boston Lawyer, to conduct their 
case, which he did with marked 
ability, especially in examining 
President Monks; and the Gas 
Company had Hon. A. P. Pills- 
bury, an eminent Boston Coun- 
sellor at Law, to attend to their 
interests. 

The result of the hearing should 
be waited for by our people with 
patience and hope.

borhood of five hundred dollars tor a little 
listing machine, the size of a typewriter. 
This is one of those mechanisms that soon 
pay for themselves in improvement of ser- 
vice; although only a more successful kind 
of laundry can afford to put them in 

In the old method of counting and listing 
the goeds, particularly on the class of arti- 
cles termed ‘flat work” or ‘trough dry,”

A PERILOUS FEAT. 


It Took Norves of Steel, a Cool Head 
and a Steady Eye. 

The enthedral at Salisbury, England, 
lifts its spire 404 feet, which ts quite 
fh respectable height even in the day 
of skyscrapers. This spire ts topped 
by a ball and on the ball stands a 
cross. rom the ground the ball looks 
to be about the size of an orange, but 
fn reality it is yreater than a man's 
height 

A distinguished American visiting 
Salisbury when a very young man had 
A curlously weird adventure on this 
kpire. Workmen were at the time re 
pring it. The American saw them 
crawling round the slim steeple in the 
afternoon light like so many bugs on 
a bean stalk. The impulse came to him 
to climb the spire and stand on the 
horizontal beam of the cross.

A short platform 
gave him foothold. He reached up 


and put bis hands on the base of the 
cross and pulled himself up. ‘To gain 
the crossarm was merely “shinning” 
up a good sized tree, and soon he 
stood on the horizontal timber and, 
reaching up, touched the top of the 
cross. 

After enjoying his moment of tri- 
umph he slid to the foot of the cross 
and with his arms around the post 
slipped down over the big bulge of the 
ball. His feet touched nothing. ‘The

ANTS THAT COOK. 


They Make Dough, Form Cakes and 
Bake Them In the Sun. 

The remarkable habits of the har- 
vester aunt bave long been known to 
naturalists, Certain species not only 
harvest and store in granaries the 
seeds upovn which they feed, but ac- 
tually plant and cultivate an annual 
crop of their food seeds. 

But now a still more wonderful! tale 
fs told of an ant which is common 
in) Dalmatia, Messor barbarus, Ac 
cording to l’rofessor Neger of the well 
known forestry school near Dresden, 
this unt not only cuts leaves and guth- 
evs seeds, but actually makes bread 


or biscuit. 
The seeds are first sprouted, then 
carried into the sun and dried, then 


taken back to the underground cham- 


bers, where they are chewed into a 
dough. The dough is then finally 


made into tiny cakes, which are baked 
in the sun, then carefully stored for 
future use. 

From these observations it appears 
that the art of cookery is not wholly 
contined to the human race, All cook- 
ing is done by the sun, whether in the 
ripening of fruit or in the baking of 
bread in a stove. The heat obtained 
from fuel is simply stored up sunlight 
set free. 

The Arab and the native Mexican 
speak of ripe fruit as fruit which has 
been cooked in the sun. The ant has 
somehow learned the art of sun cook- 
ery, the saliva with which it motstens 
the grain probably taking the place of 
yeast nnd sweetening through changes 
set up by its Influence upon starch.—

The Collector's

News came that cholera had over 
stepped the boundary between Asia 
and Europe and had gained a foothold 
in Italy. Orders were issued to the 
medical officers along the American 
coast to quarantine every ship arriv- 
ing from Mediterranean ports and to 
permit no sick person to enter the 
country without submitting the patient 
to a thorough test for the dreaded dis- 
ense.

The next move was the 
lowering of an oblong box into the 
boat, where it was reverently received 
by the crew. Lastly, a man, evidently 
an officer, took his place in the stern 
of the boat, grasped the tiller ropes, 
and the bont moved away from the 
ship. 

“Patience,” said the collector to his 
wife, “I guess they’s got the cholera 
on board that vessel. They'’s put up 
a distress signal, and there, too, goes 
up a yellow sick flag.” 

“You're not going to let any of ‘em 
land, be you?” asked the wife, blanch 
ing. 

“Not till a medical officer comes. 
They were to send one today.” 

The boat pointed straight for the 
shore, at one moment {ts bow shooting 
up toward the sky, the next diving 
down toward the bottom of the bay. 
When it came within half a mile of 
the shore, Whipple, armed with his 
badge of authority, went down to the 
dock to warn them to keep off. He 
had never before been in a position of 
trust, and he felt that the keeping out 
of an epidemic which might sweep 
away thousands of his countrymen 
rested upon his shoulders. As soon as 
the party came within hearing he 
shouted: 

“You can’t land bere!” 

A tall, thin man rose in the bow of 
the boat, took out a bandanna hand- 
kerchief, wiped his eyes and sald:

Fearing that she would die, 
she exacted from me a promise that I 
would not permit her to be buried at 
sen. Both the officers and crew of the 
ship have respected her wish, and I 
now beg that you will permit me to 
inter the remains here on the shore.” 

Even if the collector had been more 
famillar with the duties of his office 
it is questionable if he would have 
felt any certainty with regard to the 
disposition of this case. He felt a 
dread of cholera and was anxious to 
get rid of the party as soon as pos- 
sible. There could be no violation, so 
far as he could see, in either the reve- 
nue or quarantine laws, The 
need not be searched since none of 
them asked to be permitted to remain 
ashore.

MALADIES OF METALS. 


Curious Contagious Disease That At- 
tacks Tin, Brass and Lead. 

The alleged contagious diseuses of 
metals is a topic that has been men 
tioned from Ume to time, but shall be 
mentioned again because it tends to 
promote uniformity in our views of 
mineral Hfe and other kinds of life 
and to discredit the fashion of regard- 
{ng anything in nature as dead and 
inert. 

In a lecture before the Societe de 
Chimie Physique at Paris a professo! 
spoke of the fact that tin when ex 
posed to a temperature below the 
freezing point of mercury shows a 
kind of eruption of pustules in which 
the metal loses its ordinary shining 
surface, becomes gray and on being 
cut with a saw either falls to powder 
or breaks up into a bundle of fibers 
This affection is capable of being com 
municated by contact, for the applica 
tion of a few grains of the powder to 
the surface of a block of perfectly 
sound tin brings about its transformu 
tion in a few days. 

In another transmittable disease of 
tin the structure of the meta! is chang 
ed and becomes crystalline, This dis- 
ease has a special tendency to attack 
joints which have been soldered, but 
it attacks brass and lead as well, 
Metals do seem more alive and or- 
ganized than the earthy minerals.— 
Century Path.

Although nu- 
merous instunees could be cited in 
support of the view that the mind acts 
in cases of so called instant death, it 
by no means follows that the infliction 
of a fatal blow is attended by the least 
semblance of pain or a single pang of 
fear or regret. Unless death results 
immediately, however, the pain may 
be as varied as the nature of the in- 
juries.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Il Kinge v, 1-14, 
Memory Verses, 13, 14—Golden Text, 
Isa, xiv, 22—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


It is a most interesting and profitable 
study to search out in the Old Testa- 
nent all the people and the events 
which the Lord Jesus mentioned in His 
teaching and to remember that Jesus 
of the New Testament is none other 
than the Lord God of the prophets, 
whose golnugs forth have been from of 
old, from the days of eternity (Mic. vy, 
2, margin). In Luke iv, 27, He men- 
tions both Nauman and Biisha, and of 
course that includes the litle maid 
of Israel and all the other people and 
incidents of the story, 

In chapter iv, 8, we read of a great 
woman, and now it is a great man 
and honorable, a dellyerer and mighty 
man of valor, but a leper. He was a 
great man in the eyes of his fellows, 
but had he lived in Israel he would 
have had to live without the camp. 

Leprosy Js «& wonderful type of sin, 
and, it matters not how great a man 
may be in other men's eyes, if he Is 
an unsaved sinner he is a child of 
wrath, dead in sins, without Christ 
and without God (Eph. il, 1, 8, 12), and 
those who die in that condition are 
forever shut out (Rev. xxi, 8, 27). In 
us seemingly strange ways as the Lord 
brought healing to Naaman He still 
wins sinners to Himself. He may use 
a captive mald, humble servants, wa- 
ters of Jordan, ete., but He ts always 
seeking to save the lost, not willing 
that any should perish (II Pet. iil, 9). 

The little captive maid stolen away 
from her home might have so hated 
her captors as to wish them evil and 
be glad that Naaman was a leper, but 
she evidently had the spirit of Tam 
who taught to love our enemies and 
to be subject even to perverse people 
(Matt, v, 44; I Pet. if, 18). So she 
pitied Naaman and told of the prophet 
in Samaria, of whom she knew or had 
heard many wonderful things. From 
the slowness of bellevers to tell of the 
Lord Jesus and His wonderful redemp- 
tion the world has a right to conclude 
that they have nothing wonderful to 
tell. 

The result of the Httle maid's testi- 
mony was that the king of Syria sent 
Nauman to the king of Israel with a 
letter and a lot ef silver and gold and 
raiment, asking from the king health 
for his servant. There was a double 
mistake in sending to the king In 
stead of the prophet and in supposing 
that money could purchase heaven's 
gifts. The maid had spoken of the 
prophet {n Samaria, not the king, and 
a true prophet is a spokesman for 
God. But royalty can only deal with 
royalty and, as a rule, has no use for 
poor men even If they are prophets. 
Such pride must be lald low before 
God can help such people. 

The king of Israel thought that the 
king of Syria was seeking a quarrel 
with him in making such a request, 
and he rent his clothes. Elisha, hear- 
ing of it, sald to the king, “Let him 
come now to me, and he shall know 
that there is a prophet in Israel." So 
Naaman came in all bis pomp and 
pride to the door of the house of 
Elisha, thinking that the prophet would 
make a display of his power and in 
some striking way give him health. 
When the prophet did not deign even 
to come to the door, but sent a mes- 
senger, saying, “Go and wash in Jor- 
dan seven times, and thy flesh shall 
come again to thee, and thou shalt 
be clean,’ Naaman was so angry that 
he turned and went away in a rage. 

When we remember that even Abra- 
ham's thoughts brought him trouble 
(Gen. xx, 11) and Mary’s supposing 
gave her three days of sorrow (Luke 
ii, 4446) we do not wonder so much 
at the result of Naaman's thoughts. 
Simple faith In God and prompt obedl- 
ence is the only safe way, Servants 
sometimes have more sense than their 
masters, and so it proved in this case, 
for, as they reasoned with Naaman 
that he would gladly have done some 
great thing, then why not do this sim- 
ple thing? He went and did as Elisha 
had said, and his flesh became as the 
flesh of a little child, and he was clean. 

There was no special value or effica- 
ey in the waters of Jordan, but it was 
to Naaman a lesson tn humility and 
obedience and submission to the true 
God, In the matter of salvation for 
the sinner there Js only one way, one 
hame, one sacrifice, one precious blood, 
and he who disdains {it cannot be say- 
ed. Naatoan, being healed, returned 
to Elisha with a good confession, *Be- 
hold, now I know that there is no 
God tn alt the earth but in Israel” (15), 
and he would fain have rewarded the 
prophet.

COWED THE THIEVES. 


Odd but Effective Way of Attaching a 
Man's Property. 

Attaching a man's property for debt 
is supposed to be a legal process, but 
an incident which occurred years ago in 
the city of Natchez, as related by Davy 
Crockett In his “Life and Adventures," 
shows that the.) are other “attach- 
ments” which sometimes accomplish a 
beneficent purpose. 

An odd affair occurred when I was 
last at Natchez, declared Mr. Crockett. 
A steamboat stopped at the landing, 
and one of the crew went ashore to 
purchase provisions, He went Into a 
saloon on the way, and the adroit in- 
mates contrived to rob him of all his 
money. The captain of the boat, a de- 
termined fellow, went ashore in the 
hope of persuading them to refund, 
but they declined. 

Without further ceremony the cap- 
tain, assisted by his crew and passen- 
gers, some 300 or 400 in number, made 


fast an immense cable to the frame 
building where the theft had been 
committed, Then he allowed fifteen 


minutes for the money to be forth- 
coming, vowing that if it were not 
produced within that time he would 
put steam to his boat and drag the 
house into the river.

The Licn of St. Mark. 

Yhe symbol of the Venetian republic 
-the famous lion of St. Mark—iy made 
of bronze. There is u tradition among 
the Venetinn people that its eyes are 
diamonds.

St. Mark's lion it certainly was not 
originally, for it was made to stand 
level upon the ground and had to be 
raised up in front to allow the evangel 
to be slipped uncer its fore paws. 


The Very Oldest Inn. 

Which is the oldest inn in England? 
The title deeds of the Saracen's Head 
at Newark date back to 1841, and local 
antiquaries cite documentary evidence 
to prove that the Seven Stars at Man- 
chester existed before the year 1356. 
There is even a legend that the wife 
of Earl Godwin stayed at the Foun- 
tain at Canterbury in 1029, “But what 
are all these compared with the Fight- 
{ng Cock at St. Albans, mentioned tn 
‘Old Country Inn, and said to be 
the oldest inhabited house in England? 
A few yeurs ugo its signboard modest- 
ly chronicled the fact that it had been 
‘rebuilt after the flood.’ 


The Tree Frog of Paraguay.

indoor places where people gather in 
large vumbers, is this coughing babit 
noticeable, 

In an article dealing with this sub 
ject published in the Independent it Is 
explained that colds are slight infee- 
tious fevers which spread particularly 
among the population of cities and 
which are due to contagion and not at 
all to changes in the weather, These 
may predispose by lowerlng resistive 
vitality and by disturbing the circula 
thon in mucous membranes, but it is 
the presence of an Infectious germ 
that gives rise to the symptoms of the 
cold. When one of these bothersome 
affections gets tuto a bousebold usual 
ly more than one person suffers from 
{t, and it spreads tn offices and schools 
and the like. It is much more fre- 
quently caught ip a crowd than any 
where else 

The people who have a succession of 
colds during the winter time and 
those who have to work where many 
people come and go during the day 
are particularly susceptible to them 
It is not to some sudden change tn the 
weather that the physician looks for 
the origin of a cold, but to some rath 
er intimate contuet with other suffer- 
ers from similar affection.
